Anti-Bond Bill Passes. 

The senate finally voted upon and passed 
the bond bill-by @® majority of three, tate 
this afternoon. The bill prohibits further 
issues of bonds being made by the execu- 
tive branches of the government without 
special provision on the part of congress 
in each case. 

An effort wiil be made to get it up in 
the house this week, and the chances are 
that it will be defeated in that body by a 
large majority, but the anti-bond men 
want the issue clearly defined and want 
every man placed on record. Speaker 
Reed is said to be willing that the issue 
should be made. He and his. followers 
think it will strengthen the republican 
party in the east and in the financial cen- 
ters if the republican house votes it down.

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TENNESSEE CENTENNIAL. 


THE SECOND DAY’S EXERCISES 
ATTRACTED LARGE CROWDS. 


Hon. Alf Taylor and Hon. E. W. 
Carmack Delivered Addresses—A 
Great Sham Battle. 


Nashville, Tenn., June 2.—The second and 
closing day of the centennial celebration 
passed off with much eclat. 

At noon a splendid militarv pageant, 
with nearly 2,90 troops in line, tuok up 
a line of march through the city, thence 
to the centennial grounds. The troops were 
under the command of General Guy V. 
Henry, Thiril United States cavalry, Mis- 
souri; the Tennessee national guard, com- 
manded by General Taylor, of Memphis. 

The troops turned back at the gate, re- 
turning to camp. 

Possibly 75,000 people witnessed the pa- 
rade. Immediately after the display the 
crowds flocked by the thousands to the 
centennial grounds, where about 6,000 of 
them filled the auditorium and heard the 
exercises held under the auspices of the 
Tennessee Historical Society. Judge John 
M. Lea, president of the society, presided. 

Hon. Alf Taylor, from west Tennessee, 
delivered an able address on “The Future 
of Tennessee.’’ It was a masterly effort, 
in which he pictured the grand possibili- 
ties of the state in her department of in- 
dustry. 

Hon. E. W. Carmack, late editor of The 
Memphis Commercial-Appeal, a prominent 
democrat from East Tennessee, followed in 
a speech equally as noble on “The Early 
Days of Tennessee.” It was a comprehen- 
Sive address, replete with historical inci- 
dents and facts splendidly set forth. 

In the afternoon Mayor G. G. Heiskell 
addressed the woman’s department on ‘‘Wo- 
man and Her Work.”’ 

This afternoon a grand sham battle was 
fought at Camp Thomas, just across the 
river. Fully 50,000 people witnessed the 
spectacle. Never before in the history of 
the city has such a mass of people gathered 
on her commons,

WHEN THEY GATHERED AT CHICAGO 


Harrity Looks Over a Table of Figures 
and Picks Out One He Says. Is 
About Right. 


Chicago, Ill., June 2.—(Special.)—Chair- 
man Harrity and six other members of the 
subcommittee of the democratic national 
committee, met at the ‘Auditorium yester- 
day. The greater part of the afternoon was 
spent in the consideration of a luncheon, 
served in one of the clubrooms of the 
hotel, at which there were present, besides 
the members of the subcommittee, Nation- 
al Committeemen Castle, of Nebraska, and 
Richardson, of Iowa—apostles of gold in 
the realms of silver—and A. A. Goodrich 
and R. E. Spangler, “‘honest money’’ demo- 


crats of Chicago. 

John P. Hopkins got there in time to 
drink one toast. The remark was jocularly 
made that e occasion of seven gold 
democrats making preparations for a free 
silver convention was a good one to cele- 
brate with a feast, to which Mr. Harrity 
made reply that the gold men had at least 
five weeks to be merry. 

There was a great deal of interest at- 
tached to this gathering of the subcommit- 
tee. Some figuring was done during the 
day, which shows that the hopes of the 
gold men are strung on slender threads. 


Studying Tables. 

A couple of tables were prepared, which 
embrace the views of the democratic na- 
tional managers—gold men and all—on the 
standing of the detegates in the national 
convention. The tables appear to concede 
more than the verbal utterances of Chair- 
man Harrity and others. As the totais in- 
dicate, there is not much consolation in it 
for the makers, who would be pretty cer- 
tain to grasp the benefit of every doubt. 
The table was revised with the idea of 
making it a bit more favorable. 

Chairman Harrity scrutinized the original 
and the revision and then remarked that 
the table appended is as fair a statement 
of the prospective convention by states as 
could be given at this time, when all the 
state conventions have not been held: 

Gold. Silver. Doubtful. 
22 
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The Unit Rule. 

What hopes the gold men entertain are 
based on the probable breaking’ of the 
unit rule in several states. One of. fhe 
committeemen observed that if two-fifths, 
or 400 of the 906 delegates, are unswerving 
anti-silver men they will carry the con- 
vention. This was the general sentiment 
of the committeemen who have not al- 
ready abandoned hope and was based on 
a belief whict Chairman Harrity holds to 
strongly, that there will be enopgh dele- 
gates in delegations from various states 
who will join the arfti-silver men if the 
unit rule is not universally adhered to, to 
make a majority. Indiana, for instance, 
it was pointed out, has never been bound 
bv a unit rule. 

In the revised table Ohio’s forty-six votes 
are placed in the doubtful column, whereas 
there is little doubt of anything but silver 
carrying the Ohio state convention.- In 
Nebraska there is a contest, and whether 
the sixteeen votes of that state will be for 
gold or silver, depends on which delega- 
tion is seated. Colonel Sherley, of Ken- 
tucky, would have put Illinois in the doubt- 
ful column if he had his way, because, 
he says, there will be a contest from this 
state and that it is not decided yet. 


NOW COMES VIRGINIA. 


DEMOCRATS WILL MEET AT 
STAUNTON TOMORROW. 


And Will Adopt a Free Coinage Plat- 
form and Name True Men as 
Delegates. 

Richmond, Va., June 2.—(Special.)—The 
democratjc state convention, which meets 
tomorrow at Staunton, will be one of the 
most interesting bodies of the kind held in 
Virginia for many years. Of the 1,640 dele- 
gates which will compose it, at least 1,200 
will be for free silver. Senator John W. 
Daniel, the leading spirit of that side in 
this state, will be one of the most conspic-| 
uous figures in the convention, which will 
not only declare in the most emphatic 
terms for the white metal, but which will 
instruct the Viriginia delegation to Chi- 
cago, to support that gentleman for the 
vice presidency. Senator Daniel is expected 
to make the ablest speech of his life in this 
convention, explaining his position and the 


| reasons why this country should adopt the 
double standard in finance. 
O’Ferrall’s Mistake. 

Congressman W. A. Jones, of the first 
district, who is mentioned In connection 
with the democratic nomination for gov- 
ernor next year, will also be an active 
leader in this: body. The free silver issue 
has revolutionized politics in Virginia and 
it is certain will retire to privat2 life some 
of the most prominent democrats now in 
politics, who will be succeeded by some of 
the free silver champions. Governor O’Fer- 
rall,, who is a stanch admirer and close 
personal friend of President Cleveland, 
has been one of the most earnest advocates 
of the gold standard in this state.

Besides the detlarations on the money 
question, the platform will consider the 
proposition of calling a constitutional con- 
vention. This at one time promised to be 
an interesting issue in this campaign in 
the state, but the agitation of the subject 
of free coinage soon overshadowed it. The 
legislature last winter passed an act sub- 
mitting to the voters in May of next year 
the question of calling together a consti- 
tutional convention.

In Her Allegations She Charges Her 
Husband, a Millionaire, with 
Cruel Treatment. 


Mobile, Ala, June 2.—(Special.)—Mrs. 
Mary lee Masson filed a suit for divorce in 
the chancery court here today against her 
husband, James H. Masson, who is presi- 
dent of the First National bank. The pe- 
tition is for a decree nisi, with alimony, 
which is expected to reach $10,000 per an- 
num. Messrs. Gregory, Land & Smith rep- 
resent the petitioner and are known as 
shréwd divorce lawyers, wholly unbending 
and incapable of compromise. 

The petitioner alleges gross adultery and 
names two women until recently engaged

The affair has been public talk for days, 
but it was hoped would be settled.

PASSED THE BILL 
OVER THE VETO 


House Does Not Agree With Cleveland on 
the River and Harbor Bill. 


PRESIDENT OFF IN HIS FACTS 


Mr. Dockery Was Very Anxious for 
Extended Debate. 


THE VOTE WAS 220 FOR AND GO AGAINST 


Full Report of the River and Harbor 
Committee—Some, Figures Are 
Given of Interest. 


Washington, June 2.—(Special.)—Without 
a word of debate, but with a hurrah, the 
house today passed the river and harbor 
bill over the president’s veto. 

The vote was 220 to 60. 

It was perhaps the most severe rebuke 


ever administered to a presidert. 

All ‘the Georgia men, except Tate, voted 
to pass the bill over the veto. Tate has 
not a river or navigable stream in his 
district. The senate will act upon the veto 
tomorrow.

Proceedings in Detail. 

Mr. Henderson reported from the com- 
mittee on rules an order making the hour 
of mecting for the remainder of the session 
11 o’ciock a. m, It was agreed to. 

Mr. Dingley, chairman of the committee 
on ways and means, called the attention of 
members to the necessity of maintaining 
a quorum in attendance, in order that the 
business of the house might be success- 
fully prosecuted. Seven of the appropria- 
tion bills, he said, were still in conference, 
with several matters of difference be 
tween the two houses likely to cause fric- 
tion, and upon which yea and nay votes 
would doubtless be demanded before. they 
were settled. In order.to close up the 
business of the house, he warned members 
proposing to leave that the presence of a 
quorum was absolutely necessary. If a 
quorum be lacking, Mr. Dingley said, he de- 
sired to warn members that it would be 
necessary to send for them. 

Mr. Cannon, chairman of the committee 
on appropriations, stated that, in his judg- 
ment, there was no possibility that the 
present session of congress would end be- 
fore Wednesday of next week, and proba- 
bly not before Friday or Sunday. 

Mr. Henderson—That depends upon a 
quorum remaining? 

Mr. Cannon—Oh, yes; certainly. Without 
a quorum the session would run along for 

“a month. 

The speaker—The speaker expresses the 
hope that quorum keeping will begin 
promptly at 11 o'clock. 

The report of the committee on rivers 
and harbors recommendigg the passage of 
the river and harbor appropriation bill, the 
objections of the president to the contrary 
notwithstanding, was presented by Mr. 
Hooker, republican, of New York, chair- 
man, and read. 

Report of the Committee. 

The report states that of the 417 items of 
appropriaticrs contained in the bill, all 
except twenty-seven are for projects con- 
tained in bills which have been for years 
in process of construction by the govern- 
ment. No rew projects were added to the 
bill ‘of 1894. It will thus be seen, the re- 
port states, that the principal work of the 
committee has been tne investigation and 
examination of improvements to which 
congress has repeatedly committed itself. 
The river and harbor bill of 1890 appropri- 
ated $25,000,000 and .placed certain works 
under the contract system which involved 
the additional expenditure of. $15,00u,000. 
It appears, therefore, that by far the 
greater number of projects appropriated 
for in this bill were also appropriated for 


completed. 
The report explains that that bill was re. 


ferred to General Casey. then chief of the 
United States engineers, who reported to 
President Harrison that only eight of the 
items seemed to be of limited or local 
benefit. The gross amount appropriated 
for these items was $72,000. From this it 
will be seen, the report continues, that the 
larger part of the projects contained in the 
present bill passed the scrutiny and re- 
ceived the approval of General Casey and 
have gone unchallenged until now. ‘The 
bills of 1890-’'92 were approved by President 
Harrison and the bill of 1894 was permitted 
by the present executive to become a law 
by limitation. 

Takes Issue with the President. 

The committee impeaches the president's 
declaration that many of the objects for 
which the money. is appropriated are not 
related to the public welfare. They assert 
that the bill was carefully prepared after 
exhaustive hearings and that they scrupu- 
lously avoided making appropriations not 
in the interest of commerce. Referring to 
the president’s criticism that not a few 
of the improvements have been so improvi- 
dently planned and prosecuted that after 
an unwise expenditure of millions of dol- 
lars new experiments for their accomplish- 
ment have been entered upon, the commit- 
tee says that it has often occurred after 
a. project has been adopted in accordance 
with certain defined plans submitted by the 
engineers that the interests of commerce 
required that a greater and more effective 
improvement than that first contemplated 
should be made. In such cases it had long 
been the custom of congress to order from 
time to time new estimates to be made with 
a view to enlarging the scope of the pro- 
jects. In making appropriations for these 
enlarged projects the bill often directed 
that the money appropriated should be 
expended in accordance with the modifica- 
tions of the engineers. The committee he- 
lieves, therefore, that the president may 
have inferred from the language so used 
that the criginal plans had been improvi- 
dent and i)l-advised. 

An instance of these mortifications 1s 
found in the case of the harbers at Bal- 
timore, Portland, New York, Wilmington, 
Del., Savannah and other places.

Referring to the president's further crit- 
icism that the bill contemplates:an im- 
mediate cash expenditure of nearly $1/,- 
000,000 including $3,000,000 carried in the 
sundry civil appropriation bills for con- 
tract work, the committee asserts that the 
president is in error and ‘that only $12,- 
621,000 are to be expended during the two 
fiscal years ending” Jume 3, 1898. The

: not appropriate $62,000,000 for contract 
work, but only $59,616,000. It is also showr 
that if all the contracts authorized by 
the bill are promptly entered into by the 
Secretary of war, the maximum amount 
that can be expended in any one year is 
$16,612,000 and not $20,000,000 as the president 
asserts. 

Referring to the president’s farther crit- 
icism that the appropriations for the 
Smaller schemes not covered by contracts 
which will fall due two years hence, will 
not be less than $30,000,000, the commit- 
tee Says that the next river and harbor 
bill will only cover the cost of prosecuting 
these smaller works for the. two fiscal 
years ending ii 7900, and that no additional 
appropriations for the smaller ones will 
be made for the year 1898. 

Passing to the president’s accusation of 
extravagance, the committee shows that 
the average appropriations for the past 
six years have been $16,700,000 a year, while 
including the present bill and the two 
others for the remainder of this century 
the total amount for those six years will 
only average $13,000,000 a year. This is 
based partly upon the ground that the 
committee’s experience with the contract 
System in the past, together with other 
knowledge, justifies the belief that the 
contract work, which will be distributed 
over a period of six years, and which 
amounts to $59,000,000, will be completed for 
at least 30 per cent less than the amount 
stated, or, in other words, for $42,000,000. 
The report repeatedly emphasizes the com- 
mittee’s approval of the contract system as 
being less expensive to the government and 
securing more prompt and satisfactory 
results. This system is thei distinctive 
feature of the bil ‘and the committce 


| strongly recommends its continuation. The 


report adds that no good reason has been 
assigned by the president why the house 
should recede from its action with regard 
to the measure. : 

“It must not be forgotten,” the report 
concludes, ‘‘that if this bill should fail 
there are hundreds of useful projects of 
improvement that have been in process of 
completion for a number of years, and 
| against which the most captious critic 
could urge no objection, which would be 
suspended, whereby great waste would be 
incurred and great loss sustained. Notwith- 
standing all that has been said against 
the bill, your committee assert tnat if 
it should become a law it would yield sub- 
stantial benefit to the farmers, the pro- 
ducers, the consumers, the merchants and 
the business interests of the country and 
contribute largely to its prosperity.” 


There Was a Full Attendance. 


There was an unusually large number 
of members in their seats, and they listen- 
ed to the report with close attention and 
applauded it warmly. 

Mr. Hooker stated that in the opinion 
of the committee, the president’s veto 
raised every possible objection, and it. was 
the intention of the committee, by its re- 
port, to answer them. He said that many 
gentlemen had spoken to him-about dis- 
cussing the veto and if he had consented 
to give them all the time asked for it 
would run over three or four ‘days. The 
matter was one for the house to determine; 
if it wanted to engage upon a general 
debate, well and good. In order to test 
the sense of the house on the question 
and without expressing an opinion as to 
the desirability of the course indicated, he 
would ask the previous question on the 
motion to pass the Dill. (Applause.) 

Mr. Dockery, democrat, of Missouri, and 
several other members were on their feet 
demanding recognition. The former with 
great vehemence of manner, denounced 
the course of the gentleman from New 
York (Mr. Hooker), shouting:

So mildly as to 
be almost pathetic, he inquired: “Upon 
the question of passing a bill over the 
president’s veto. there can be no debate 
under the course pursued by the gentle- 
man in charge?”’ 

The Speaker—When the house of repre- 
sentatives has so voted, there can be no 
debate. (Applause. 

Mr. Dockery—And it has so voted—stifled 
debate. 

And he sank into his seat amidst general 
laughter. 

The vote was then taken on the passage 
of the bill over the president’s veto, the 
constitution. requiring that it should be 
done by yeaS and nays, There were 220 
yeas and 60 nays. More than two-thirds 
having voted in the affirmative, the bili 
was declared to have passed.

COL. LIVINGSTON 
SPOKE LAST NIGH 


The Fifth’s Congressman Addresses His 
Atlanta Constituents, 


MR. BRANAN WAS NOT THERE 


So the Representative Scored Him 
Sharply and Went Ahead. 


FULLY REFUTED THE GOLD ARGUMENTS 


Showed How the Yellow Dollar Had 
Appreciated and Debts and Pov- 
erty Had Increased. 


The expected joint debate between Con- 
gressman L. I’. Livingston and Mr. Charles 
I. Branan did not occur last night. 

Mr. Branan did not show up. He had 
an engagement in Rockdale,~so Colonel 
Livingston had the audience to himself. 
The representative had some personal 
things to say of his opponent for congress, 
and they were decidedly salty. After pay- 
ing his respects to Mr. Branan, Colonel 
Livingston made a speech on the financial 
issue. 

During the afternoon Mr. Branan stated 
to a Constitution reporter that he had made 
an engagement two weeks ago to go down 
and spend a few days with his friends in 
Rockdale, looking after his interests in 
that county. 

“Colonel Livingston has been down there 
and bought up some of my good, honest, 
patriotic friends. I nrust: go down and. 
bring tnem around again. He stepped on 
some of my cotton and I have got to set 
it up again.’’ | 

The basement ‘of, the county courthouse 
was filled when Major Whitner rose to 
introduce Hon. L. F. Livingston, of New- 
ton, the representative from this con- 
gressional district. The applause and the 
hurrahing which greeted Colonel Living- 
ston made it clear that everybody present 
knew him and nearly all of them seemed 
to be for him. 
plained Mr. Brandn’s absence by stating 
that the gentleman had gone to Rockdale 
to keep an engagement. 

Regretted Mr. Branan’s Absence, 

Colonel Livingston caused a ripple of 
laughter by stating that he, too, regretted 
the absence of his opponent. 

The representative said that he was 
proud of the fact that he had represented 
this district for five years. But he found 
on returning home an element in the city

‘“T am here tonight to discuss the para- 
mount question of the day,” the congress 
man contiued. ‘‘We bimetallists have been 
called lunatics. For five years it has been 
announced that the silver craze was dead. 
But it lives in every state, county 
town and in millicns of hearts in this 
country tonight. 

“It has been a lively corpse in Kentucky. 
(Laughter.) It was decidedly lively in Mr. 
Carlisle’s own district, which has gone for 
silver. And it is very lively in Postmaster 
General Wilson’s county, which has also 
gone against him, gcod mran though he 
is. No man can stem this tide. The com- 
mon people are in this movement, and as 
Mr. Lincoln said: ‘God likes the common 
people best.’ Some one asked him why, and 
he replied: ‘Because God made more of 
them.’ (Applause.) 

A Silver Ticket. 

“My single gold standard friends, you 
have made a mistake. You made it honest- 
ly. end you see jt now; you see that the 
silver people will eentrol the Chicago con- 
vention. Yous are not going to bolt that 
convention, but will fall in line just as we 
cid four years .go. 

“Mr. Harrity says there will Ve no bolt 
by the gold men. I am glad to hear it. 
That shows that he is a democrat. MP. 
Flill, Mr. Gorman and other gold men say 
that there will be no split at Chicago. The 
Chicago onvention vill nominate a strong 
man, I believe, for the heal of the ticket. 
And I want a-good man for vice president, 
too, pecause the president may die, and I 
object to taking chances. : 

‘The republicans are going to nominate 
McKinley on a gold platform, and for the 
first time in our history we will have a 
clean-cut, well-defined Issue aod a straight- 
out fight between gold on one hand and 
gold and silver on the other. The demo- 
‘erats will win, too. 

No Middle Ground. 

“There is no middle ground this time. 
You fellows on the outside must jump clear 
over the fence and land flat-footed in the 
silver camp, if vou desire to cone in at all. 
There can be no sitting on the fence this 
time. You must all be either for the Sher- 
man scheme of finance or for the double 
metallic standard. Now, which of the two 
systems is the better system? < 
“You hear some of these speakers for the 
gold standard declare that the free coinage 
of both metals would produce this evil 
and that; would depress prices and lead 
to a panic. One distinguished speaker ssid 
at the reform club dinner at New York the 
other day that the triumph of the silver 
people would prodyce a famine. (Laughter,) 
One of your senators said to me in 1893: 
‘Livingston, vote for this unconditional re- 
peal bill, and I will swear that we will 
have better times.’ I could not accept. the 
testimony. 

“The national banks have tried to get up 
a plan, and failed, for five years. Mr. 
Carlisle got up a compromise ,proposition, 
and every Georgia member voted for it. 
But the house and senate would not have 
it. Every effort has been made to g@t up a 
compromise, but the people were against it. 
Cleveland has given up all idea of a com- 
promise, and says for us to go aliead issu- 
ing bonds and borrowing gold.” . 


The Systems Compared. 

Colonel Livingston then took up the con- 
dition of the United States in the past 
fifty years. Go to the United States cen- 
sus and you can settle this question in two 
minutes, he stated. From 1840 t> iv the 
material wealth added to this country was 
ao per cent. That vas real wealth. Take 
the Georgia railroad as an instance... It wus 
returned at its actual wealth. There was 
no watered stock or over-issue of bonde. 
And if there was any debt, it was due to a 
Georgian, and not to a foreigner.

spread over the whole country. It was not 
congested and held by a few men in a dis- 
tant city. 

From 187) to 189 the material wealth 
added to this country was less than 120 
per cent. Eighty per cent of that was based 
on indebtedness. 

“If you will let me strike six states 
out of the list the added wealth was not 
4 per cent. Nearly the whole of that 120 
per cent was added to a few western 
states and only 2% per cent to the south- 
ern states. 

“They tell us that we have grown richer. 
I say it is not true. Where one individual 
citizen has got wealthier a hundred have 
grown poorer. Where one city like At- 
lanta has prospered twenty cities and 
town have retrograded. 

“Go to your own tax books. In 1895 the 
returns of Georgia shrunk = $51,000,000 
Nothing of the kind ever occurred under 
the bimetallic standard.”’ 

He Is Interrupted. 

At this declaration a hearer far back In 
the audience called out: ‘There is not a 
school boy in this country who does not 
know that there has been vast progress 
in every state and city.” 

The congressman drew him on a little 
and the crowd became noisy. Directly 
Colonel Livingston retorted: 

“You are right. There never has been 
guch progress in the world’s history, but 
it has been progress downward.” 

This brought down the audience. Colo- 
nel Livingston followed it up vigorously. 

“Yes, there has been progress from 17- 
cent cotton to 4%-cent cotton; from $1.40 
wheat to 50-cent wheat. Horses have gone 
down in twenty years from $150 a head to 
$2.50 a head. 

“There is your progress, but it is always 
down hill. In the last nine years your in- 
debtedness has increased 251 per cent. From 
$10,000 families which lived in and owned 
their own homes we have fallen in Geor- 
gia to 110,000 families, and we have gone 
from 67,000 renters to 140,000 renters. That 
is the kind of progress you are talking 
about.’’ 

Each shot of this kind brought applause. 
The audience got demonstrative and seem- 
ed to be enjoying the fun. Colonel Liv- 
ingston always needs some questions fired 
into him to stir him up, and this one had 
done the work. He enjoyed it himself, and 
after a moment’s pause, he inguired 
eagerly: " 

‘Now if there is another progress man of 
that kind in here let him speak out.” 
No one spoke. 

Colonel Livingston read from The Finan- 
cial Record, a gold standard paper, an ar- 
ticle on the business situation, It said: 

“More patience is necessary, There is 
not going to be a boom in the spring 
trade. Gauged by bank clearings, business 
is less active than it was a year ago.”’ 

“There is your own authority—not mine,” 
the congressman exclaimied, shaking the 
paper at his questioner. 

“This is published in Chicago, the place 
where it took bayonets to regulate la- 


borers.”’ 
Growth of Debts. 


Going back to his comparison of the eras 

1870 to 1890 with 1840 to 1860, Colonel Liv- 
ngston stated that he would read from 
one of Secretary Hoke Smith's books, a 
digest of the latest census. In 189 Georgia's 
indebtedness was $20,000,000. In 1880 it was 
$19,000,000, a millian dollars gain in debts 
in ten years. 
- “When are you going to get out?’’ the 
speaker inquired. ‘‘In Georgia we pay 8 
per cent interest. New York pays 6.71 per 
cent. Three per cent difference, and that 
would break the Rothschilds. Georgia has 
352,000 families all told—110,000 living in un- 
incumbered homes; in incumbered homes 
241,420 families. Prior to the war there was 
not one-fiftieth of this number who lived 
in incumbered homes, That is your prog- 
ress. A few years more and the other 
110,000 homes will go.” 

Right here the congressman said that 
he wanted all to remember that any finan- 


“~ecial system which does not distribute the 


wealth throughout the whole country is 

no good and should be abolished. (Ap- 

plause.) Some think that the financial sys- 

tem is made for just a few people, and 

they practice it and preach it—and, per- 

haps, they pray for it, too. (Laughter.) 
A Misnamed Club. 

Colonel Livingston said that he saw 
there was a club here which called itself 
the Young Men's Democratic Sound Cur- 
rency Club, and the mention of the name 
brought laughter. ‘“‘Do you mean to insult 
the intelligent men of this city? You may 
be sound in your democracy, perhaps, but 
you are not sound in your currency. I am 
for sound money and don’t you forget it. 
But you are either for a single standard 
er for a double standard. Why don’t you 
come out and say where you stand? Don't 
hide behind a myth. Step out in the open.”’ 

This sentiment was cheered. 

Holding up a silver dollar, Colonel Liv- 
ingston declared that he could buy twice 
as much with it today as he could prior 
to the demonetization of silver. ‘“‘Now you 
say this is a 50-cent dollar, but it is really 
a 200-cent dollar. The gold dollar has ap- 
preciated to become a 2(W-cent dollar. The 
policy of Harrison and Cleveland has been 
to borrow gold and lift this silver dollar 
up as the gold dollar increased to 20(- 
cents. So neither of your dollars is an 
honest dollar.’’ 

The congressman referred to the report 
of the commission appojnted two years 
ago to inNestigate -prices. That report 
showed that gold had appreciated in 1894 to 
168, while cotton and wheat and every- 
thing else except railroad and hotel bills 
had depreciated. The gold dollar carried 
the silver dollar up, but the silver bullion 
had gone down. The financial institutions 
are now requiring a great margin on prop- 
erty on which they make loans because 
they are afraid that they will not get 
their principal back at the old-time mar- 
gins, so great is the decline in prices. 

Ruinous Advice. 

“T have a speech here in my pocket made 
by Henry’ Richardson, somewhere at 
some time, in which he said that it was 
to the interest of the workingmen of this 
city to have a doWar which would buy 
twice as much of everything as it would 
twenty years ago. But I tell you that any 
dollar that will buy twice as much of 
'gpome other man’s labor now as it did 
twenty years ago will return to curse you. 
It-is bound to buy twice as much of your 
labor sooner or later. (Applause.) 

“There is not a man today at work who 
does not know that there are two more 


standing around to take his job at 
less wages. One million two hundred thou- 
sand laborers in this country are out of 
work and hungrey tonight. There are 
hundreds: of them in this city. If you can 
prosper on the adversity and. suffering of 
others, let me tell you that it is tempo- 
rary prosperity. You are standing on a 
volcano and’ the eruption is bound to 


come, mh 
Say a Stable Dollar. 

“Now, Mr. Alex Smith, Won't you add 
the word ‘stable’ 
make it read ‘sound and stable?’ If you 
will do that, I will be with ‘you. But you 
must know that the gold dollar is not 
stable. The history of the world teaches 
that when the unit of value constantly 
appreciates it is only a question of time 
when the whole system topples and the 
creditor classes at last are crushed in the 
fall. (Applause.) 

“Why not have a stable dollar like a 
stable yardstick?’! (Cheers.) 

“Hurrah for Livingston,”’ 

“You can't take any one single money 
metal and keep it stable. It will rise or 
fall. You must have a double standard 
to secure stability. : 

“There is no gold in circulation in this 
country. Mr. Eckels says there is only 
$156,000,000 in gold in the banks and $100,- 
000,000 in the treasury, and they. say $50,- 
000,000 in old stockings. 

“There is a right good story on an At- 
lanta banker.”’ 

“Tell it! Tell it!’ the audience cried, 

“An Atlanta banker wanted to buy some 
of those last gold bonds. He called some of 
his customers and among them was one 
man who owed $1,000. He had to scrape 
around pretty lively to get it and pay it 
over. The banker bought $250,000 of the 
bonds. When he came back with them his 
former customer called to get another loan 
of $1,000, but the banker could not accom- 
modate him. The gold was locked up at 
Washington, The customer thereupon de- 
clared that he was henceforth a silver 
man. 

“There was an instance of contraction of 
the currency right here in Atlanta, The 
$1,000 was taken out of circulation and 
locked up, though by this time it may be on 
it way to Eurcpe. 

Against Monometallism. 

“You can’t have an honest dollar with 
either gold monometallism or with silver 
monometallism. The silver dollar would 
appreciate if gold was demonetized and it 
would be a dishonest dollar. You have got 
to have a competing metal. Prior to 1849 
gold was extremely scarce in this country. 
After the discovery of gold in California 
the yellow metal became so plentiful an 
effort was made to demonetize it in this 
country and Germany did demonetize it. 
in the world for more than 200 years silver 
and gold bullion did not get more than 2 
per ¢ent apart at any time. A goldbug au- 
thority says that if the yield of gold in 
south Africa continues for the next few 
years as for the last five years, gold 
will have to be demonetized. (Applause:)”’ 

Congressman Livingston proceeded to 
read from cne of Secretary Carlisle’s 
speeches, in which the Kentuckian advo- 
cated a double standard, such as we had 
from 1792 to 1873. Carlisle stated that if 
there was ever to be an international con- 
ference England should not have a voice 
in it unless she made silver a standard 
money throughout the British empire. 

The representative declared that an Iin- 
ternational agreement was “‘international 
nonsense.’”’ 

“The only way for us is to undo the 
legislation of 1873 and then, if Europe does 
not like it, let her come and treat with us.” 

On the subject of ratio Colonel Living- 
Ston said that the gold standard people 
know very well that the prime question is 
remonetization of silver. They know that 
we cannot coin silver at any ratio except 
16 to 1, unless we put through the mints all 
the silver coin we have. Secretary Hoke 
Smith said’that if we must have free coin- 
age of silver, he would favor a ratio of 
15% ‘to 1. 

“He was about right,’’ added the eon- 
gressman. 

In closing he declared: ‘‘We will run the 
ratio all right if we get the government, 
and dont you forget it.’’ (Great applause.) 

Mr. Dowdy Speaks. 

Mr. Clinton Dowdy took the stand in re- 
sponse to calls. He spoke at length on 
finance, quoting from Senator Jones, of 
Nevada, and others, on the injustice of the 
single standard. Mr. Dowdy stated that he 
held no political office and had no party af- 
filiation. At the conclusion of his speech 
the meeting adjourned. In passing out a 
great many walked up to shake Colonel 
Livingston’s hand, congratulate him on 
his speech and promise to vote for him.

MERIWETHER FOR SILVER. 


Resolutions Passed by the Democrats 
at Greenville Yesterday. 

Greenville, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)—The 
democratic mass meeting assembled here 
today, pursuant to the action of the county 
democratic executive committee, and in- 
dorsed Hon, H. W. Hill for congress, allow- 
ing him to appoint delegates favorable to 
him to the congréssional convention; select- 
ed delegates to the gubernatorial and state 
senatorial conventions; recommended the 
re-election of Judge Samson 
and Hon. Thomas A. Atkinson, judge ang 
solicitor general of the Coweta circuit, 
and adopted resolutions favorable to the 
free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

The name of Mr. Hill was placed before 
the mass meeting by Attorney General J. 
M. Terrell in an eloquent speech, and ably 
seconded by Major J. W. Park. Mr. Hill 
was unanimously indorsed for congress. A 
motion was made to make Mr. Moses the 
second choice of Meriwether. This motion 
failed to receive a second, and was lost. 

The following resolutions favoring free 
coinage of silver were: adopted with but 
one dissenting vote: 

“The unprecedented depression that now 
pervades our common country and the 
urgent demand for a speedy and immediate 
relief call for unanimous and _ definite 
action; and, believing that the restoration 
of’ silver to its wonted place prior to 1873 
would. replace the conditions that existed 
previous to said date, we emphatically 
request and demand that the respective 
delegations use their utmost endeavors and 
cast the votes of this county as a unit for 
the free, independent and unlimited coinage 
of silver at 16 to l. a 

“The almost unanimous verdict of the 
people of these United States warrants 
the presumption, at least, that our next 
national democratic convention will indorse 
and insert a free silver plank in the 
national platform; and we desire to em- 
phasize our convictions of duty by making 
the above declarations.’’

A LARGE REWARD 


FOR THE LYNGHERS 


The Governor Offers $5,000 Reward for 
Their Conviction, 


WILL PUSH THE MATTER 


Atkinson Says That Lynching Must 


Stop in Georgia at Any Cost. 


THE REWARD WAS OFFERED YESTERDAY 


And $500 Each Will Be Given for the 
Conviction of the First Ten Men 
Engaged in Leading the Mob. 


Governor Atkinson. yesterday morning 
offered a reward of $500 each for the first 
ten men arrested and convicted of com- 
plicity in the lynching of the two negroes 
in Columbus on Monday. 

This is probably the largest reward ever 
offered in Georgia for the arrest and con- 
viction of criminals for one crime. 

The governor got back from Milledge- 
ville yesterday morning, and at once took 
up the matter of the Columbus lynching. 
He had been in Milledgeville for two or 
three days, in attendance upon the cont 
mencement of the Girls’ Normal and In- 
dustrial school. Just. after he left for 
Milledgeville Mr. Calloway, his private 
secretary, received a telegram from the 
court officials at Columbus, asking that the 
military be ordered out to protect the 
negro, Slayton. The telegram was prompt- 
ly forwarded to the governor at Milledge- 
ville, and the proper orders were issued 
by the governor. 

When Governor Atkinson returned to the 
city yesterday morning, he learned from 
the papers of the lynching by the mob. 
He went immediately to his office at the 
capitol and issued the following order: 


““Georgia.—By W. Y. Atkinson, governor 
of the state. Whereas, Official information 
has been received at this department that 
on the lst day of June, 1896, in the county 
of Muscogee, Jesse Slayton and Will 
Miles were nrurdered, I have thought 
proper, therefore, to issue this my procla- 
mation, hereby offering a reward of $500 
each for the apprehension and delivery 
with proof to convict, of each 
party concerned therein who is guilty of 
a felony. 
paid for the first ten arrested who are 
convicted, the total amount herein offered 
being $5,000. 

“Given under my hand and seal of the 
State, this 2d day of June, 1896. 

“W. Y. ATKINSON, Governor, 
“By the Governor. 
“ALLEN D. CANDLER, 
“Secretary of State.” 


The order went into effect at once, and 
was advertised in the afternoon papers 
yesterday. 

As will be seen, it provides that a reward 
of $500 shall be paid to the man, or men, 
who arrest, with evidence to convict, 
any man implicated in the lynching, the 
rewards to be restricted to the first ten 
men convicted. This makes the total 
reward $5,000. 

Governor Gone to Columbus, 

Governor Atkinson left for Columbus 
yesterday afternoon at 4:30 o'clock. He 
went to attend the wedding of his brother, 
which takes place there this evening. 

The governor stated that his visit to 
Columbus had nothing to do with the re- 
cent mob outbreak. 
several weeks past to gosto Columbus to 
attend his brother’s ‘wedding, and his 
presence there so soon after the mob out- 
break is merely a coincidence. It is proba- 
ble, however, that while there he will 
take occasion to post hinrself on the lynch- 
ing. 

Lynching Must Stop. , 

“TI was astonished,”’ said the governor 
yesterday, as he stood at the car shed, 
wating for his train, ‘“‘to Jearn of this 
recent lynching. It is a great blot on the 
record of Georgia that a criminal who had 
been arrested by due process of law,.and 
who was on trial, should have been taken 
from the very court of justice itself and 
hanged by a mob. This occurred in the 
midst of a thickly populated city, where 
there was an abundance of county and 
city officials, and with the military within 
easy call. What astonished me still more 
was that not ‘a-single shot was fired, or 


so far as I can learn, not a single attempt. 


made by the officers to defend the _ pris> 
oner, or to see that the laws of the state 
were properly executed. 

“It is this sort of thing which brings 
criticism on our courts of justice. This 
lynching business must stop. If one sher- 
iff would defend his prisoner, as he would 
his life, and never give his charge up to 
a mob until he was overpowered, it would 
go far to putting an end to lynch lay in 
Georgia. The laws of the state provide 
for sure and speedy trial for such of- 
fences as those of which the two negroes 
were guilty. This lynching spirit should 
be put down, even if it takes bullets to do 
so. When once the officers of the state 
defend their prisoners with their own 
lives, then lynching in Georgia will be at 
an end.” 

“Will you push this case, 
was asked. 

“It is my intention to do so to the extent 
of my power,’ replied Governor Atkinson. 
“Of course all I can do now is to offer 
a reward for the guilty parties, and I 
have done this. But I expect to do all 
that I can to stop this lynching spirit.’’ 


The Milledgeville Commencement. 


Governor Atkinson expressed himself 
very much gratified at the showing nrade 
by the girls of the Normal and Industrial 
school at Milledgeville. He said that he 
found the school in splendid condition, and 
that the young ladies made a most credita- 
ble showing at the closing exercises. 

The election of the teachers for the ensu- 
ing year was postponed for two weeks on 
account of the heavy pressure of business, 
which prevented the board of trustees 
from reaching the matter of the selection 
of teachers for the next year just at that 


time. 
A Horse Thief Pardoned. 


A pardon was issued yesterday by the 
executive department for J. C. Price, who 
Was convicted in 1892 in Fulten county for 
stealing a horse. The pardon was recom- 
mended by the pardon committee at its 
recent meeting, the evidence showing that 
Price had been on a protracted spree at 
the time of the theft, and that this was 
the reason why he failed to return the 
horse to its owner.

In Surrendering the Keys Thought To 
Have Been Wise, as the Mob Would 
Have Blown Up the Prison. 


Columbus, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)—The 
city has been quiet arid orderly today, al- 
though the tragic deeds of yesterday, an 
account of which were given in The Con- 
stitution this morning, and which are al- 


most beyond a parallel in southern history,

ent. When the crowd within the court- 
room heard the trampling of feet upon the 
stairways and the shouts 0 the approach- 
ing mob of infuriated men they rose to 
their feet. They knew that the crisis had 
come, and they nervously awaited it. Ev- 
everybody knew that if the mob made a de- 
termined, desperate attempt to get the pris- 
oner, aS was anticipated, they would be 
Successful in doing so, as there were but 
fifteen guards, all told, and it is said that 
but one of them was armed. This was Dep- 
uty Sheriff Ledsinger, who had his tried 
pistol about his person, but, of course, 
was never given an opportunity to use it. 
If every guard had been armed with a 
Winchester rifle and the rifles had been 
cocked and in readiness for instant use, 
the mob could hardly have been repulsed. 

If it had been driven back, it is not im- 
probable that, if succeeding assaults had 
been likewise repulsed, the crowd in its 
désperation and madness might have 
blown up the building with dynamite. The 
mob had a quantity of that explosive ma- 
terial and might have used it, if necessary. 

When the crowd rushed into the court- 
room, many flourishing pistols and winches- 
ters, and one a rope, many of the startled 
spectators, thinking that in the excitement 
shots might be fired in the courtroom, ran 
to the windows of the building and hence 
out on the shed ‘which projects over the 
sidewalk. A dozen or two people were out 
On the shed at one time and it is a won- 
der that it did not collapse, adding another 
casually to the tragedies of the day. The 
shed is.a high one, extended out from the 
last floor of the three-story building, and 
if it had given way it is not improbable 
that several of the persons standing on it 
would have been fatally injured. 

Most of the members of the mob were 
strangers to the average citizen. As one 
man expressed it, “it looked like two or 
three hundred men were rained down all of 
a sudden—men whom I never saw before 
the lynching and haven’t seen since.” 

It is said that the leaders, and in fact 
most of the lynchers, were not residents 
of Muscogee county, though of course the 
crowd was not composed exclusively of 
outsiders, Any way, the mob was a thor- 
Oughly determined one, the members of 
which were worked up to the highest pitch 
of fury and indignation. 

Yesterday was a very peculiar day in the 
experience of a jailer of Muscogee coun- 
ty. Something occurred which has no par- 
allel in the history of the town, and 
there were incidents connected with the 
transaction which took place out there, 
which will prove of interest. The crowd 
came upon the jail before the jailer had 
time to lock the doors leading up stairs, 
and thinking that everything was all 
right, he was busily employed cleaning 
up. When he heard the mob yelling he 
looked out of the window and heard them 
Saying: ‘‘We want Miles.” 

He waved them back and told them not 
to come, but he had just as well warn the 
river to stop running. They came on in 
a resistless wave, like a giant sea at old 
ocean, when in comrmotion, and dividing 
up they surrounded the jail, and in a 
moment every window was full of men 
with. guns of every description. Mr. 
Phelps was standing in the northeast 
tower, on the first floor, when he first saw 
the crowd, and as soon as he realized their 
object he sprang to the doors inside to 
shut them and thus prevent the mob from 
getting up stairs in case they should 
break the outer doors. 

He Riad only time to get from the tower 
to the east side of the jail when he was 
so completely covered with guns, and such 
a menacing demand was made that the 
saving of his oWn life depended on his 
obeying their order. 

He tried to argue with them, but they 
gave him only one minute in which to act. 
He was in such a position that to move 
away from the door nearest to him would 
have meant certain death to him, and as he 
hesitated he saw death in every gun. 

But the jailer, did not give up until he 
made them promise not to injure the jail, 
nor any of the other prisoners. 

» crowd wanted Miles and no one 
ae and they were determined to have 
1im. 

When Miles heard the mob coming and 
heard them calling his name he tried to 
kill. himself. He jumped from the top 
tier of bunks to the floor of the cell three 
or four times and fell on his head every 
time. . 

When the crowd gathered at the cell door 
and asked which was he, he pointed to 
another prisoner and said, ‘‘That’s him.” 
The jailer saw that if Miles was not 
identified the rest of the prisoners might 
be killed, so he made them step to one 
side, and as the mob rushed in, Miles 
said, ‘‘Kill mre now,” but they had promised 
the jailer before they went up stairs to 
do no murder in the jail; he had exacted 
that promise from then, anda they kept 
it. They had their man and that was 
all they wanted. 

It is now known that had he not been 
given -up the jailer would have lost his 
life and the jail blown to atoms, for they 
carried dynamite for that purpose. 


ALABAMA CROPS. 


Director Chaffee Tells How 
Weather and Crops Are. 
Montgomery, Ala., June 2.—(Special.)— 
The following is Director F. P. Chaffee’# 
crop service report for the Week for Ala- 


bama: 

During the week ending June Ist, the 
weather in this section, with the exception 
of too much rain in some northern coun- 
ties, was as a whole very favorable to 
farm work and crop growth, though it was 
quite hot on the 26th, when the tempera- 
ture was as high as 100 at Pine Apple, and 
generally high elsewhere in the state; the 
temperature averaged several degrees 
above normal on other days, except oiT fhe 
29th and 30th, when it was a few degrees 
below. Rain occurred in nearly all parts 
of the state, being heavy in places, and 
on the 27th and 2kth a number of severe 
local thunder storms damaged corn by hall 
and wind, and washed lands in scattered 
localities. 

Cotton chopping is practically completed. 
The crop is being worked a second and 
third time and is growing off nicely; 
is fairly clean and healty, 
though there ore some few reports 
of lice and cut worms, but hardly enough 
to mention. Squares are forming rapidly, 
Fertilizer is being extensively used. 

Corn is a little backward on uplands, due 
to past dry weather, but has been much 
benefited by recent rains. Tasseling and 
silking is genera] and ears are forming. 

Early oats have nearly all been harvest- 
ed in excellent condition. Late oats poor; 
wheat nearly all harvested. 

Cane is healthy; Irish potatoes back- 
ward and failure in some localities; sweet 
potatoes promising. Clover continues ex- 
cellent and hay making still under way. 

Gardens benefited by late rains. 

Melons growing nicely, taking on a large 
crop of fruit and some few reports of 
melons ripening. 

Fruit’ " poor condition and neacheg 
rotting badly.

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DEATH OF MR. GOULD 


One of the Oldest and Wealthiest Men 
of Atlanta Passes Away. 


HAD BEEN IN BAD HEALTH 


For About Two Months—Sketch of 
the Deceased Capitalist—His Be- 
lief in Atlanta’s Future. 


Mr. Erastus F. Gould, one of the wealth- 
lest and most prominent citizens of this 
city, died yesterday afternoon shortly be- 
fore 1 o'clock at his residence in Inman 
Park, 

For two months Mr. Gould has been in 
bad health, and for the greater part of 
that time he was confined to his room, go- 
ing out of the house only on rare occasions, 
For the past two weeks it was known by 
his attending physicians that he would 
never again recover, and, though his 
family still hoped that he would get well, 
he gradually sank until the end came yes- 
terday afternoon. He was surrounded by 
his family and friends, and passed away as 


peacefully as a child falling to sleep. Old | 


age was the principal cause of his death, 
and he suffered no pain. 

For years Mr. Gould has been one of 
the most prominent figures in the business 
world of this city.

The Aged Atlantian Who Died Yesterday.

Mr. Gould wus known to almost every 
person in Atlanta, and, though his demise 


was expected, the news of his death will 
be read with sorrow all over the state. 
Sketuh of His Life. , 

Mr. Erastus Franklin Gould was born 
on the first day of July in the year 1822, 
in Oswego county, New York. He was 
given an excellent education, and at a very 
early age showed that he was well adapted 
for business pursuits. He first entered into 
the lumber and salt business, and was 
during his young manhood in active busi- 
ness in many of the largest northern cities. 

He established one of the most substan- 
tial banks in Minneapolis, and was for a 
number of years its president. He made 
a wide reputation in that city as one of 
the leading business men of the north, 
and won a reputation for himself as a 
shrewd and far-seeing financier. 

From the north Mr. Gould came to At- 
lanta in 1886 and began an active business 
life here. One of the first things that ne 
did was to erect, the handsome building on 
Decatur street which bears his name, and 
will forever stand as a monument to him. 
The building at the time it was erected 
was known as the Traders’ Bank building. 

Though Mr. Gould has resided in this 
city during his stay in the south, he look- 
ed upon his winter home in Lake Helen, 
Fla., as his residence. His place there is 
one of the most. beautiful in Florida. Be- 
sides owning this beautiful winter home, 
he owns a large number of fine crange 
groves. He was widely known in that 
state and liked by all who knew him. His 
residence in Inman Park is the prettiest 
that suburb, and is built entirely of 
Georgia marble. At the time of his death 
Mr. Gould was seventy-four years of age, 
and was not engaged in any active busi- 
ness. He leaves one daughter, Mrs. Lillian 
J. Chapman, who resides at Inman Park. 

The funeral will take place this after- 
noon, at 4 o’clock, from the residence in 
Inman Park, and the body will be placed 
in the Gould vault in Oakland cemetery.

Cause of His Action Is Because the 


Trustees Didn’t Comply with His

Macon, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)—President 
gy. B. Gambrell, of Mercer university, fur- 
Mished the board of trustees of that insti- 
tution a great surprise at their meeting 
this morning by tendering them’ his resig- 
nation. His action will also be a matter of 
surprise and regret to the people of Ma- 
con and to the friends of Mercer every- 


where. 

President Gambrell’s resignation 
tendered in a written communication in 
which he referred to a statement made by 
him to the board of trustees in January 
fast, to the effect that either additional 
revenue would have to be provided for the 
maintenance of the university or the ex- 
penses would have to be reduced. He then 
suggested the abolition of the office of 
president as a means of such reduction, the 
duties of that office to be discharged by a 
chairman of the faculty. In his commu- 
nication of this morning he calls attention 
to his former statement and adds that he 
has seen no reason for a change of opinion. 
He, therefore, declined to be considered as 
@ candidate for re-election as president. 
Dr. Gambrell was elected president of Mer- 
cer in June, 1893, and assumed active 
charge in October, 1893. He came here from 
Meridian, Miss., where he was ably and 
popularly editing ia Baptist paper. His 
salary as president has been $2,000 per an- 
num and he had a home in the main col- 
lege building. He reorganized Mercer after 
the plan of Washington and Lee university, 
Yale, and other colleges. He established 
two new chairs or schools, towit, biology 
and pedagogy. His administration has been 
able, progressive and energetic. tie has 
done splendid tield work for the university. 
During his presidency he has had several 
calls to responsible and remunerative posi- 
tions. Dr. Gambrell has no definite plans 


for the future. 3 one 
The trustees have not yet acted on Pres- 


ident Gambrell’s resignation. It is thoughi 
that Viee President Pollock may be made 
chairman of the faculty. 

Professor Pollock, it will be remembered, 
Was appointed state schol commissjoncr 
by Governor Atkinson, but declined lue 
position. He is a distinguished educator 
and ‘ine cxecutive officer and would make 
an admirable chairman of the faculty.

BONES ON TRIAL. 
ONLY ONE WITNESS FOR THE 
PROSECUTION. 


None for the Defense—The Defendant’s 
Statement—Admits He Lost 
Money in Speculation.

Augusta, Ga., June _ 2.--(Special.)—The 
John P. Bones case advanced to the stage 
of argument today and will be finished to- 
morrow. 

The prosecution introduced only one wit- 
ness—Frank E. Fleming, of the firm of 
Fleming & Thomas, besides a lot of docu- 
mentary evidence, books, accounts, receipts, 
etc., and the defense only had the prisoner 
to make a statement. 

The evidence adduced does not differ ma- 
terially from that reported in the pre- 
liminary hearing. It was shown that John 
P. Bones was a cotton factor who 4id his 
business on money advanced by Fleming, 
Thomas & Co., bankers, and that Bones 
deposited with the bank the notes of his 
customers, warehouse receipts and his in- 
dividual note. On December 19th the 
amount which he had borrowed from the 
bank aggregated about $31,000 and the bank 


proposed that the whole be consolidated in 
a, single note and that Bones give a ware- 
house receipt for a sufficient number of 
bales as collateral. This was done and the 
marks, weights, etc., on S801 bales of cot- 
ton were put on the note, together with 
a receipt from Bones reading: 

“Received from Fleming, Thomas & Co. 
801 bales of coiton,’’ etc. 

The proceeds of this cotton when sold 
was to be applied to the liquidation of tne 
note. A large portion of the cotton was 
sold, and from the 19th to the 2th of 
December some $19,000 was deposited with 
the bank by Bones. 

But Mr. Fleming testified that it was 
checked out by Bones as fast as it was de- 
posited and that his account was over- 
Grawn the entire time; that this money 
as fast as drawn by Bones was, without 
the knowledge of Fleming, Thomas & Co., 
used in speculation; that on the 28th of 
December Bones left Augusta ostensibly 
to call on some of his country customers 
and collect money, but in reality he went 
west and was arrested in El] Paso, Tex., 
in answer to a reward of $50@ offered by 
the bank. The state claims that the ware- 
house receipt showed a transfer of the 
cotton to the bank and was a receipt for 
its transfer back to Bones to be sold for 
the bank and that he is resnonsible to 
the bank for the 801 bales of cotton, and 
in not paying Over to the bank on the 
$31,000 note the money he received for the 
cotton he was guilty of larceny after 
trust.

Bones had left a letter in his 
his bookkeeper when he went away, in 
which he was instructed to turn over 
evervthing to the bank; that the bank had 
received more than the value of the num- 
ber of bales that were the property of 
Lones and included in the warehouse re- 
ceipt to the bank: that when Fleming, 
Thomas & Co. made a demand upon him 
for payment, in accordance with the terms 
of the statue, Bones had _ tendered an 
amount in settlement equal to the number 
of bales that were really his and that it 
hed been refused. 

In his statement Bones also said that 
friends of his had raised $6,000 and tender- 
e] it to the bank in settlement, but this 
also was refused. The defense has not 
sought to justifv Bones’s course, and there 
is no issue on the faets and amounts. The 
defense is that Bones’s offense, if there be 
any under the law, does not make up 
the offense of larceny after trust. 

United States District Attorney William 
T. Gray made the opening speech for the 
defense and Hon. J. R. Lamar was speak- 
ing for the prosecution, when one of the 
jurors was taken sick and recess had to be 
taken until tomorrow morning, when ‘Mr. 
Lamar will finish his speech. 

Hon. William H. Fleming will conclude 
for the prosecution and Bovkin Wright for 
the defense. The statement of the de- 
fendant was read from manuscript, but 
contained no new materia! facts. Mr. 
Rones admitted in the statement that 
had lost the money in speculation.’ and 
thinking there was no future-in Augusta 
for him, had gone west in the hove of 
recuperating his fortune.

The reason the foregoing letter is of 
public interest at this time is because it 
gives a faint—a very faint—idea of the 
way in which the machinery of the fed- 
eral government is “worked” in the in- 
terest of those who are engaged in try-

“people of this country.

It might have been supposed that the 
salary received by the surveyor of ‘cuss 
tums, from the people’s treasury, was 
for the purpose of paying-him to attend 
to the duties of his office. But, under 
the reign of the new order, he is ex- 
pected to perform other functions that 
bear no relation whatever to those du- 
ties. He is expected to become the re- 

sitory of lists of the names of those 
sho are willing and anxious that the in- 


‘famous schemes of the bondholders and 


the gold syndicates shall be carried out, 
as well as the names of those who have 
been duped by the shallow arguments of 
the gold men. 

Why should a federal office holder be 
expected to take any interest in fasten- 
ing the gold standard on the people who 
pay him to perform the regular duties of 
his office? Why do not the gold stand- 
ard candidates lay these extra perform- 
ances on the influences which are al- 
ready organized in behalf of the money 
power? 

We have no idea what the lists of the 
gold standard men are to be used for. 
The supposition is that they are to be

in the hope that at least a few honest

We do know, however, that the whole 
campaign of the agents of the money 
power is the most futile that has ever 
been known in the history of the repub- 
lic.

The jig is up. 
The scheme of the money power to

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Deceiving the Fublic. 

Three months agogthere was not a 
morning paper in New York that knew 
the truth about the silver movement, or, 
knowing the truth, dared to publish. it. 

Day after day and week after week 
they, deceived their readers and the east- 
ern public generally by means of their 
news columns and their editorial com- 
ments. Day after day and week after 
week those who depended on the morn- 
ing papers of New York for their infor- 
mation were told that the silver craze 
was dying out; that the free coinage men 
constituted but a fraction of their party, 
and that the schemes of the gold men 
were sweeping everything before them. 

Now, giving the editors of these news- 
papers all the credit that they can

| Qne Hundred Years of Statehood. 

Amid the booming of cannon on the ex- 
position grounds at Nashville last Mon- 
day afternoon, the state of Tennessee 
rounded out the first one hundred years 
of her existence as a member of the free 
sisterhood of American commonwealths., 

Georgia extends a cordial greeting to 
her neighbor on the other side of the 
Blue Ridge mountains. 

No better evidence of the pluck which 
has made Tennessee one of the leading 
states of the union could possibly be 
furnished than the exposition grounds 
on which her anniversary was celebrated 
last Monday. At ,the same time, this 
masterstroke of enterprise serves’ to 
crown with a graceful tribute the cen- 
tury of statehood which she has just 
completed. 

Though not one of the “original thir- 
teen” born of revolutionary days, the 
state of Tennessee is rich in the heritage 
of a glorious past. Her record for the 
last one hundred years has been one.of 
steady growth and sleepless enterprise. 
While she has furnished the nation with 
some of its greatest men, she has not 
Overlooked the cause of her material de- 
velopment and has always had an eye to 
the splendid resources which nature 
has stored up within her borders. 

At the time of her admission into the 
union, on the Ist of June, 1796, Tennes- 
see had a population of 40,000, or an 
average of one person to each square 
mile. In 1890 her population had in- 
creased to 1,767,518, showing a.most phe- 
nomenal record for the one hundred 
years of her existence as a state. 

Tennessee in 1890 produced a sup- 
ply of manufactured goods valued at 
$72,000,000. In mineral and agricultural 
products Tennessee is closely allied to 
Georgia, both in abundance and variety 
of these products. Both form a part of 


f what is known as the Piedmont region. 


Though Tennessee was converted into 
2 spacious battlefield during the 
late war, she has completely rallied from 
the evil effects of that struggle and ex- 
hibits none of the scars of battle ex- 
cept in the few remaining breastworks 
which are still visible in some portions 
of the state. 

In celebrating her centennial this week 
Tennessee has the best wishes and ¢con- 
gratulations of all her sisters in the 
American union. Though she has dedi- 
cated her exposition grounds as a feat- 
ure of her birthday exercises, she will 
not throw open the gates of that indus- 
trial enterprise until next summer. At 
that time she will gather her resources 
together and show the world what Ten- 
nessee means in the dictionary of thrift 
and development. 
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A Notable Utterance. 

The recent statement of views pre- 
sented to the public by Governor Math- 
ews, of Indiana, through the columns of 
The Constitution, has attracted much 
favorable Comment-and places him in 
line with those who are battling for the 
financial independence of the country. 

Aside from the governor's emphatic 
declaration that silver must be restored 
to the legal status which it held prior 
to the crime of 1873, his treatment of the 
“international agreement” humbug is to 
the point and will meet with the hearty 
concurrence of all those who sincerely 
desire the restoration of silver coinage 
under the old conditions. “Lift the 
cloak off the international agreement bi- 
metallist,” says he, “and it will uncover 
a gold standard man.” Plain dealing is 
ealled for with nations as well as with 
individuals; hence Governor Mathews'’s 
position that the most effective way to 
bring about an international agreement 
is ‘by first placing ourselves legally with- 
in the lines of those giving free coinage 
of silver. Let other nations join us or 
or not, as they please, but we are power- 
ful enough, under all contingencies, to 
lead out in the fight by ourselves. 

Governor Mathews is a statesman in 
full sympathy with the people, and he 
richly deserves the loyal support which 
his friends are giving him in the presi- 
dential canvass.

Higher Female Education. 

One of the most significant features of 
the movement in behalf of higher educa- 
tion is found in the rapidly increasing 
number of female colleges in America. 

Nearly every state in the union is 
provided with well-equipped and hand- 
somely endowed institutions of this 
kind. 

Though other states have been some- 
what tardy in recognizing the intellectual 
claims of the fair sex, this cannot be 
truthfully said of Georgia. The oldest 
female institution in America, if not in 
the world, is the Wesleyan Female col- 
lege, at Macon, Ga. 

But Georgia is distinguished not only 
by the fact that she was the first state 
in the union to charter a female insti- 
tution, but also by the manner in which 
she has fostered the movement in this 
state ever since that time. 

Among the various institutions of 
learning in this state for the education 
of southern girls, besides the Wesleyan 
Female college at Macon, are the South- 
ern Female college, at College Park; the 
Lucy Cobb institute, at Athens; the 
Shorter college, at Rome; the Geor- 
gia Normal and Industrial school, at Mil- 
ledgeville; the Agnes Scott institute, at 
Decatur, and various other seminaries of 
equal rank. 

Vassar, the pioneer college of the north 
for the higher education of women, was 
opened in 1865 with a small attendance. 
Today the fame of this splendid insti- 
tution has belted the globe. Ten years 
after the founding of Vassar college in 
New York the foundations of Welles- 
ley college, near Boston, Mass., were laid. 
Of all the seminaries in America for the 
exclusive education of women, Wellesley 
has made perhaps the most rapid strides. 
This is largely due to the fact that older 
institutions had solved the difficult prob- 


| lems in the way of higher education for , 
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| making many wry faces, and printed 


women and all that was needed to build 
up a magnificent institution in New Eng- 
land was capital and talent, both of 
which were available in that section. 
Other institutions have rapidly sprung 
up in the north and south, and today 
America leads the world in the educa- 
tional advantages which she confers 
upon her women, :

A Russian Tragedy. 

From the splendor of her recent festivi- 
ties in honor of the young czar’s coro- 
nation, Moscow has suddenly been con- 
verted into “a house of mourning,” and 
the sequel of last week’s pomp and 
pageantry is written in a most revolt- 
ing chapter of destruction and death. 

Seldom has a national feast been fol- 
lowed by a tragedy so deep. In the 
magnificence of her endeavor to surpass 
all royal precedents, Russia expended no 
less than $30,000,000, and yet to this 
enormous sum has since been added the 
loss of over 2,000 lives. 

I‘or several years it has been the cus- 
tom in Russia to conciliaté the laboring 
classes. at the close of each successive 
coronation, by holding a general fete 
and distributing food, drink and sou- 
venirs. To this denoument the common 
people of Russia had looked forward 
with eager anticipation for weeks. 

Last Saturday, on one of the open 
fields in the neighborhood of Moscow, 
several thousand people gathered to par- 
ticipate in this feast of the laboring 
classes of Russia. As the time arrived 
for making the distribution, there was 
a strong effort on the part of those in 
the rear of the immense crowd to push 
their way to the front. In the confus- 
ion which was broubht about by this hlm- 
patience several were trampled under 
foot. As soon as this discovery was 
made, a panic followed in which the 
destruction of life was even more fer- 
rific than in the actual clash of battle. 
On former occasions like this panics 
have been averted only by the most 
skillful management on the part of those 
in command. But it seems that in a 
broad, open field, under competent police 
supervision, a disaster such as the one 
which accompanied the recent coronation 
festivities could have been easily aver- 
ted. 

Mhe hunger of these poor, oppressed 
people, as indicated by the eager im- 
patience which brought on the disas- 
trous panic last week, shows the extent 
of poverty to which the laboring classes 
have been reduced in order to furnish 
forth these royal oceasions and satisfy 
the inordinate cravings of the czar. 

Perhaps this tragic event will prove a 
Salutary lesson to the young czar. 
fronted with such a horrible disaster 
at the beginning of his reign, it is barely 
possible that he may be induced to show 
some degree of compassion for the com- 
mon people. 

Nothing would be lost to civilization 
nor to Russia should these barbaric 
splendors be discontinued altogether. 
Such a prodigal waste of money cannot 
be justified in this advanced age on any 
possible pretext. Russia might do well 
to study our free democratic institu- 
tions and- learn from the manner in 
which our presidents assume the oath 
of oftice, every four years, that nothing 
is more impressive than simplicity. 
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The Washington correspondent of The 
New York World says that the only way 
the money power can control the Chica- 
go convention will be to buy the dele- 
gates. If that is the alternative, the 
money power may as well bid its pre- 
cious gold standard goodby. 
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Next Saturday the democratic voters 
of Fulton county will show the gold men 
what they think of the attempt to compel 
the party to indorse John Sherman's 
financial views.

As to the explanation, it were bootless 
to dwell upon that.

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| THE NEBRASKA SITUATION. 


The Goldbug Bolters and How the 
Split Came About. 

There has been much talk in the gold 

standard press about the Nebraska dele- 

gation to Chicago belonging in the gold 


columg, 

The gold standard democrats have nomi- 
nated a contesting ticket of delegates to 
the natioral convention in the hope of 
ousting the delegates elected by the regu- 
lar democrats. The following letter from 
Hon, W. J. Bryan shows how weak the 
case of the contestants is: eo 


“Editor Constitution: In 1892 the demo- 
crats of Nebraska assembled in state con- 
vention to select delegates to the national 
convention. At the preceding conven- 
tions, held in 1890 and 1391, the state plat- 
forms contained declarations in favor of 
the free coinage of silver. In the conven- 
tion of 1892 the majority of the committee 
on resolutions reported a platform con- 
taining no mention of the silver question. 
I presented a minority report in favor of 
free coinage. After a spirited contest a 
vote was taken’ and the free dcoinage 
amendment was declared defeated by a 
few votes. We afterwards secured evi- 
dence which satisfied us that the amend- 
ment was actually carried by a small 
majority, but the discovery was not made 
until after the convention adjourned. 

“In 1893 the state convention was con- 
trolled by candidates for various offices 
and by a large majority defeated the free 
coinage amendment presented by myself, 
and indorsed the financial policy of the 
administration, 


“In 1894, at a public meeting held at 


Omaha, about June 20th, an organization 


was formed among the democrats who be- 
lieve in the free coinage of silver and a 
resolution adopted, declaring that the sil- 
ver question should be presented at the 
primaries and also pledging the state con- 
vention, in case it was controlled by the 
silver democrats, to declare for the ome 
diate restoration of the free and unlimited 
coinage of gold and silver at the present 
legal ratio of 16 to 1, without waiting 
for the aid or consent of any other nation 
On earth. The silver question was made 
the issue in every county and as a result 
the state convention stood about three to 
one in favor of free coinage at 16 to 1. 
“The convention was called te order by 


Euclid Martin, chairman of the state cen-° 


The committee recom- 
mended Hon. Mat Miller for temporary 
chairman. A delegate moved to substitute 
the name of Hon. Ed P. Smith, the choice 
of the silver democrats. After a little 
discussion Mr. Miller withdrew from the 
race, and Mr. Smith was elected without 
‘opposition. There was but one county in 
which there was a contest and that was 
quickly settled. Hon. W. D. Oldham was 
elected permanent chairman without Op- 
position. 

“Under our statutes our voters are per- 
mitted to express their choice for United 
States senator, although the expression is 
advisory only and not binding upon the 
legislators. I was placed in nomination 
for the senate and on roll call received the 
entire vote of the convention, including 
the vote of the gold standard delegates. 

“The platform committee brought in a 
majority and a minority report. The ma- 
jority report contained the plank suggest- 
ed in the preceding June by the silver 
democrats.. The minority report, reaffirm- 
ing the Chicago platform, was laid on the 
table by a vote of about three‘to one and 
“er majority report adopted by the same 
ote. 

“The convention then proceeded to select 
a new state committee, this being the 
regular custom and method of procedure. 
The gold standard delegates took part in 
the selection of the committee. Hon, C. 

Smyth was then, by the convention, 
elected chairman of the state committee. 
Next, the convention proceeded to the se- 
lection of candidates for state offices. 
There were eight offices to be filled. ‘Hon. 
Silas A. Holcomb, formerly a democrat, 
who had been previously nominated by the 
populists, was placed in nomination for 
governor and received a majority of about 
150 in the convention. Most of the gold 
standard democrats and a few of the 
Silver democrats voted against Mr. Hol- 
comb and in favor of Hon. Frank Ireland, 
who was his only opponent for the nomina- 
tion. The convention contained something 
more than 500 delegates, and when Mr. 
Holcomb’s nomination was announced a 
portion of the gold standard democrats, 
considerably less than 100 in number, with- 
drew from the convention. The tconven- 
tion completed the nominations by placing 
on the ticket four other candidates, who 
had been nominated bv the populists, and 
three democrats who had. not. been nomi- 
nated by the populists. 

“The bolting delegates assembled at the 
Paxton hotel and adopted a platform, in- 
dorsing the administration. and nominated 
a full ticket. They pretended to leave 
the convention hecause of the nomination 
of Mr. Holcomb for governor. but that 
this was not the cause was evident from 
the fact that they repudiated the plat- 
form adopted by the regular convention 
and also refused to nominate the three 
democrats placed upon the ticket in the 
regular convention. Their obiection to 
fusion wags not a real objection. because 
they nominated as their candidate for gov- 
ernor a Mr. Sturdevant, who was formerly 
elected state treasurer on a fusion ticket. 
and all the leaders of the bolters had. on 
Previous occasions, favored fusion. Hon. 
J. Sterling Morton. secretary of aeri- 
culture, wrote a letter; in November, 189. 
recommending fusion between the popu- 
lists and democrats. One of the causes of 
the bolt was that some of the leading ad- 
Ministration democrats were interested in 
the election of the renublican candidate 
for governor, and that they krew fhat the 
nomination of a separate candidate bv the 
democrats would insure the election of the 
republican. The nomination of Mr: Hol- 
comb resulted in his électinn and he vye- 
toed the beet sugar bounty bill. which was 
passed by the republican legislature. The 
bolters appointed a state central commit- 
tee. Mr. Euclid Martin. who. as the for- 
mer chairman of the state committee, call- 
ed our convention to order. but who was 
defeated as a delegate to the regular con- 
vention, was made chairman of: the bolting 
state committee. 

‘The bolters tried to have their ticket 
put upon the official ballot as the demo- 
cratic ticket, bat the republican secretary 
of state would not allow it, and their can- 
didates were finally put upon the ticket by 
petition as ‘straight democrats.’ We have 
the Australian ballot system. In .1895, the 
regular democratic committee called a 
convention and that convention placed in 
nomination a candidate for supreme judge, 
that being the only important candidate 
voted for at the 1895 election. The regular 
candidate for supreme court judge was 
Hon. C. J. Phelps. The bolting commit- 
tee also called a convention, but instead 
of designating themselves as 
democrats,’ as they called themselves in 
the previous campaign, they claimed to be 
the regular democrats. Their convention 
was held after ours and instead of indors- 
ing our candidate, whose, democracy has 
never been questioned and who was not 
the candidate of any other party, they 
adopted a platform of their own and nomi- 
nated as their candidate for judge, -Hon. 
T. J. Mahoney. 

Both tickets were certified to the secre- 
tary of state as democratic tickets. The 
regular democrats went before the su- 
preme court and asked for an order re- 
straining the secretary of state from plac- 
ing the bolting candidates upon the ticket 
as democrats. The court refused to act 
upon the ground that under our Australian 
ballot law the court could not decide be- 
tween two rival factions of a party. The 
Official ballot, therefore, contained the 
names of both sets of candidates, desig- 
nated as democrats with nothing to in- 
dicate which were the regular democrats 
and which the bolters. According to our 
ballot law the names of the candidates for 
each office appear in alphabetical order. 
The bolting candidate for judge, Mahonev, 
designated as democrat, came first: then, 
Maxwell, the populist candidate; then 
Norval, the republican, and last Phelps, 
the regular democratic candidate. 

“There was no campaign made in the 
State, as there was no prospect of electing 
either ticket. Mr. Mahoney made five or 
six speeches and there was but one speech 
made on our side, that being made at 
Lincoln the night before election. We 
have democratic papers in only a few of 
the counties and, therefore, the great ma- 
jority of the voters did not know which 
candidate represented the regular organi- 
zation and which the bolters. In many 
counties the bolters bad no county organi- 
zation, and the county democratic tickets 
were made up of both factions. 

“At the election the vote stood: Ma- 
honey, democrat, 18,636; Phelps, democrat, 
10,079. I give details with regard to this 
vote, as it is the only plausible argument 
which the bolters have on their side. - We 
are satisfied that far more than half of 
the votes received by the bolting candidate 
Were cast under misapprehension, and 
were due to the fact that the bolting can- 
didate came first upon the ticket and was 
designated as a democrat with nothing to 
indicate that he was the bolters’ candidate. 
For instance, in Lincoln, the capital of 
the state, the bolting candidate was de- 
feated by our candidate; while the bolting 
candidate defeated our candidate in the 
county outside of Lincoln.

MR. DUBIGNON’S LETTERS 


Writes Many Asking for Names for 
Mr. Stocker. 


THE PLAN OF THE ADMINISTRATION MEN

A simple httle missive, brief and to the 
point, which seems to have threaded its 
way into every section of the state and 
which bears the signature of Mr. F. G. 
duBignon, has brought to light a re- 
markable story of the desperate methods 
that the administration has employed in 
the gold fight and the unblushing manner 
in which nearly every branch of the public 
service has been used to help along the

gia have co-operated with the representa- 


_ tives of the gold movement in Georgia in 
every way possible and that the govern- 
ment service has been abused to further 


the movement. 

Lists of gold nren have been furnished 
to local government officials and these 
officials in turn have forwarded them to 
cabinet officers in Washington. -The 
names obtained thus in an official manner 
have been used by the high government 
officials and vast quantities of gold doc- 
trine literature have been sent out to them, 
doubtless with the government’s free stamp 
upon it. 

Recently The Constitution has received 
from several sources copies of a letter 
written by Hon. Fleming G. duBignon 
and sent to leading gold men of the state. 
This letter was as follows: 

“My Dear Sir: May I ask that you will 
do me the favor of preparing and send- 
ing to Mr. John D. Stocker, surveyor of 
customs, Atlanta, Ga., a list of some of 
the prominent ‘sound money’ denrocrats 
of your county, with the post office address 
of each. By giving this your early at- 
tention, or having it attended to for me, 
you will greatly oblige, Your friend, 

: “FEF. G. DU BIGNON.” 

A number of gentlemen who received 
these letters and were greatly mystified 
at the strange connection between Mr. 
John D. Stocker and the gold movement, 
sent them to The Constitution. These 
gentlemen were anxious for an explana- 
tion of the mystery. 

Why should Mr. John D. Stocker, United 
States surveyor of customs, use his office 
to gather names for the furtherance of the 
gold movement in Georgia? Why should 
Mr. duBignon, a candidate for United 
States senator on a gold platform, ask 
that these nanres be sent to Mr. Stocker, 
@ government employe? 

These inquiries were reasonable enough, 
it would seem, when the facts are known. 
The names sent to Mr. Stocker were in 
turn forwarded by him in the course of 
Official comnrunication to Secretary of 
the Treasury Carlisle to be used 
by him for the spread of goldbug 
literature. It is said that this goldbug 
literature was sent out in wholesale quan- 
tities to the men whose names were thus 
secured to be distributed throughout the 
State and that the government frank car- 
ried the matter through the mails, postage 
free. 

- Mr. Stocker admits having secured 
through the medium of Mr. duBignon’s 
letters over 2,000 nantes, but just where he 
has sent them he will not say. He does 
Say, however, that he is with the admin- 
istration and that the names have been 
used where they will do the most good. 

“Where they will do the most good” is 
in Washington—Secretary Carilisle’s of- 
fice and there’s where the names went. 
The collecting of names has been going on 
Over a month and the state has been 
flooded with administration literature as a 
result. 

This despite the fact that Mr. Cleveland 
has so often inveighed against government 
Officials taking any part in politics. In 
such a manner is the public service being 
used. 

Collector of Customs Stocker was shown, 
a copy of Mr. duBignon’s letter at his 
office yesterday afternoon. He seemed con- 
siderably surprised that this letter should 
have found its way into other hands and 
Said he did not understand how The Con- 
Stitution had got hold of it. 

“How is this?” said he as he examined 
the letter. ““Mr. duBignon is a gold man, 
you know, and The Constitution is for 
Silver. How did you happen to get this 
letter?” , 

It was explained to him that quite a 
number of copies had been sent to The 
Constitution by gentlemen from various 
Parts of the state who had received them 
from Mr. duBignon. 

Mr. Stocker’s surprise was increased at 
this statement, and he stated that the 
movement was a little too old to say any- 
thing about in the papers. He was asked 
if he had received any list of gold men 
sent to him by gentlemen who had re- 
ceived letters from Mr. duBignon. 

“You see,” said he, “I am with the ad- 
ministration. I am with the gold side and 
The Constitution is on the other side. If 
you were on my side I might tell you 
more about {t.*’ 

He was asked again if he had received 
any lists of names.

He understands what 
disposition I have made of the letters, and 
I have put them where they will do the 
most good.” 

“Have any other of the government offi- 
Clals received similar lists?” 

“I do not know what others have done,” 
replied (Mr. Stocker.

Mr. Stocker again explained, on being 
questioned about the matter, that he 
could say nothing more, and though asked 
several times if the lists had been sent 
to Washington, declined to make any 
definite statement. He was told that The 
Constitution had received information that 
he had received the lists from leading gold 
men of different sections of the state and 
had forwarded them to Mr. Carlisle, but 
he refused to make any statement one 
way or the other concerning this report.

will have the majority, the populists are 
simply waiting. 

The sentiment among them is that if a 
strong man in the faith is nominated by 
the democrats they ought to help elect 
him. But they will not be satisfied with 
anything short of and extremist on the 
silver question. 

One of them said vesterday: “I believe 
that the party would vote for a radical 
silver democrat but not for any trimmer. 
We started out to secure financial relief. 
We declared for free coinage. The demo- 
crats appear about to do the same thing. 
It does seem to me that we ought to get 
together. By running two tickets both 
parties would probably be defeated. But if 
the silver men in all the parties will vote 
together this time we can sweep the coun- 
try, elect a president and a lower house. We 
already have a majority in the senate and 
will certainly hold our own if we do not 
gain there. McKinley will be nominated 
on a straddling platform, just like Ohio’s. 
The gold republicans will not be much more 
enthusiastic over him than the gold dem- 
ecrats will be over the democratic nominee. 

“So the fight will be between the silver 
democrats on the one hand and the pro- 
testionist republicans, who will stand by 
McKinley. President Cleveland, I take it, 
will keep aloof as he did in the New York 
campaign two years ago, when Hill was 
running for governor. But Cleveland has 
no more influence now with any party. He 
will get only mouth honor, from the office 
holders, and you just bet they are going 
to jump him before the election. They will 
See that there is no more chance for them 
on that line and they will make haste-to get 
on the band wagon. 

“The people are terribly aroused this year. 
You can see their interest by the great 
registration. Here in Atlanta it runs away 
ahead of anything ever known. In other 
counties it is the same way. In Habersham 
county, which is a democratic county, the 
registration runs up to 2,000, the greatest 
ever known for a primary. It is the same 
way throughout a large part of the state. 
I look for a heavy vote next fall in the 
United States. 

“The populist leaders know that if the 
party, in conjunction with the silver re- 
publicans of the west, supports the nominee 
at Chicago, he will be elected by an over- 
whelming majority. The silver men can 
carry every state west of Ohio and south of 
the Potomac and I believe that we could 
beat McKinley in his own state and shake 
Maryland up mightily. The real gold states 
comprise only 5 per cent of the area of the 
United States. And in those states there 
is a growing sentiment for free cointge of 
silver. I would not be surprised if some of 
our leaders stoutly oppose fusing with the 
democrats on the national ticket, but they 
ought not to do so, because it is certain 
that a million democrats would fuse with 
us if the goldbugs controlled the Chicago 
convention.” 


“It was reported around the capitol yes- 
terday that President Cleveland was very 
sore on Sunday when he heard from Ken- 
tucky,” said a Gorgian who reached At- 
lanta yesterday from Washington, ‘‘He has 
been very cold toward Herbert ever since 
Alabama went for silver. Georgia's repre- 
sentative in the cabinet was all the more 
energetic in his efforts to carry this state 
when he saw what the effect of Alabama’s 
action was on his chief. But he broke the 
news before he came away the last time. 
That is, he admitted that the chances were 
against him. Carlisle must have had doubts 
about Kentucky, for he did not go home. 
Josiah Patterson went there and so did 
some other goldbug speakers. They did us 
no harm but imagined that they were 
sweeping the bluegrass and reported to Mr. 
Cleveland and the Reform Club of New 
York that Kentucky was safe. They were 
getting their expenses and some pay for 
their stumping and, of course, had to keep 
the Reform Club under the impression that 
they were doing some good. Missouri, lowa, 
Illinois and now Kentucky, with the cer- 
tainty of losing Georgia on Saturday, have 
set Mr. Cleveland to thinking—and to talk- 
ing privately. It was rumored that he had 
spoken very pointedly, but the cabinet mem- 
bers did not have the merve to tell him that 
it was his own fault.”’

THR SILVER WAVE SWEEPS THE COUNTRY 


Comments of the Gold Standard Press Conced- 
ing the Overwhelming Victory of 
Free Coinage. | 


Free Coinage Gains. 
From the Washington Correspondent of 

The New York World. 

The intelligence from Kentucky this 
morning fell like a wet blanket on the 
hopes of the gold standard people. 

It was thoroughly discounted in advance 
by the silver senators: and representatives, 
for during the past ten days all the private 
information received from Kentucky fore- 
told what has been done. 

Secretary Carlisle had been warned and 
was prepared for the worst. But there 
were not a few statesmen who Could not 
anticipate scmething that they regard as 
a dire calamity, and until last evening 
they still hcped. There is a chorus of “I 
told you so” from the silver votaries, and 
corresponiing gloom on the other side. 

If there was a doubt as to the standing 
of the delegates at Chicago, it has now 
vanished. I have talked with more than 
twenty democratic senators and represent- 
atives today. There was not a dissenting 
voice that silver will control the convention, 
and there was the generally expressed 
opinion that a two-thirds vote would be 
developed. 

There is much bitterness shown toward 
the administration by men who have been 
lifelong servants of democracy. Few. per- 
sons not in the atmosphere 
circles in Washington understand the ex- 
tent to which private criticism of the ad- 
ministration on the part of democratic 
Senators and representatives extends, A 
democratic leader in the senate said to- 
day: 

“The silver movement has been stimu- 
lated immensely by the course of the presi- 
dent. In my state the third term move- 
ment and the single gold standard are 
Synonymous. You cannot separate the two 
in the minds of many people. The revolt 
against the financial policy of the presi- 
dent is sweeping over the country, and 
any democrat who stands in the way of the 
flood will be engulfed. It is only neces- 
Sary to see the result in states from which 
come the several members of the cabinet. 

“The president has not taken leading 
democrats into his confidence; he has con- 
sulted with no one but his own personal 
friends, and he selected a cabinet that has 
served hinf personally, to the best of its 
ability, but which has lent no strength to 
the democratic’ party at large. 

“Two states will indorse the president’s 
policy through no aid whatever of the 
cabinet members who reside in them. Mas- 
sachusetts would adopt the gold standard, 
and Mr. Olney need not have raised a 
finger there for the benefit of his party. 
New York, of course, would adopt the 
sing'e standard, but who can say that Sec- 
retary Lamont has influenced a single indi- 
vidual opinion? 

“From what I hear, through good sources 
of information, the rural districts of New 
York state, on the straight issue of silver 
or not silver, would surprise some people 
by the immense silver vote which would be 
cast. 

“We have seen what Kntucky, Alabama 
and West Virginia have done. The forerun- 
ner of the great silver sweep through Ohio 
that is to come occurred at Cincinnati last 
evening, when the silver men practically 
forced Chairman Lennéman’'s resignation. 
Nebraska will make a similar showing. It 
is useless to extenuate or gloss over any- 
thing connected with the business, * 

“The president has thwarted the will of 
the great mass of the party that elected 
him. I don’t wish to impute any motives 
to Mr. Cleveland other than that his friends 
and his sympathies take him in the direc- 
tion of Wall street rather than toward 
the great mess of the democracy through- 
out the country. 

‘The Chicago convention will demon- 
strate to Wall street that the democratic 
party proposes to emancipate itself from 
the shylocks ard-bond capitalists who 
control the policy of the street.”

Since the Kentucky democrats have joined 
the silver movement and have made certain 
a silver delegation from that state to the 
national democratic convention, 
little likelihood that a gold delegation will 
be sent from any of the southern states. 
Apparently the only hope is to be found 
in Texas, in which the gold democrats, re- 
sisting an attempt to enforce the silver 
test at the democratic primaries, have sig- 
nalized their intention to send a contest- 
ing sound money delegation to Chicago. 

Sound money democrats of the south have 
made a gallant fight to prevent a headlong 
populistic leap by the party. In Kentucky, 
Alabama, Georgia, Virginia and other 
states they have. endeavored to stop the 
silver craze, but thave been unsuccessful. 
In all states except Texas, Louisiana, Flor- 
ida and West Virginia the silver men have 
gained decisive victories within the party, 
and in the three last-named states it is ex- 
pected that they will either divide or cap- 
ture the delegations.

Perhaps it was not possible that Kentucky 
could have been saved, but if it had,to be 
lost it might have been lost not without 
honor. In spite of all the good reasons 
why a good fight should have been made, 
and in spite of the strong leadership availa- 
ble for such a fight, the sound-money cause 
in Kentucky was left as wholly undefended 
and devoid of assistance as if Kentucky 
had been Armenia or Cuba, 

The result, of course, will greatly 
strengthen the friends of silver in the dem- 
ocratic party elsewhere. It cannot fail to 
have a bad influence on the state conven- 
tions yet to be held and on the prospects 
at Chicago. _

MONARCHIES OUR CRITERION. 


Editor Constitution—We often hear the 
assertion “that European countries, the 
civilized nations of the earth, have the 
gold standard, and, therefore, we should 
follow their example, and have the gold 
standard.”

We should imitate, first, England in her 
spoilation of pvor old Ireland, and offer 
up as a sacrifice the fouth and the west 
in like manner; we shovid imitate Eng- 
land’s joint criminality with Turkey m the 
murder of 60,000 Armenians in the last 
year, that the sultan’s gold bonds held 
by Lombard street might not be impaired, 
and also in importing 30,000 human skele- 
tons for manure from that ideal country, 
as she did lately in one year; we snould 
follow h2r in promoting her Tarletons as 
a reward for the murder of defenseless 
American prisoners, and comm‘ssigning 
the traitor, Benedict Arnold, to slaughter 
the people cf New London, his own home; 
abandon all that is American and adopt 
all that is English, ‘‘doncher know;” down 
with the star spangled banner, raise up 
instead the ensign of the empress of In- 
dia; the gold standard, the rallying flag 
of autocrats, plutocrats, aristocrats and 
despots; repudiate [hristianity and _ in- 
stead worship Mohammed in .his_ holy: 
Mecca, and bow at the feet of the great 
sultan, the most colossal butcher of mod- 
ern or medieval times, the model gold 
standardist. 

To pay the salaries and annuities to the 
monarchs and their families. of these gold 
standard countries would require in cot- 
ton on the prices of 1894 the following 
number of bales: 

Denmark, 12,900 bales; Norway and Swe- 
den, 28,421 bales: Portugal; 31,332 bales; 
Spam, 98,800 bales; Italy, 128,400 bales; Eng- 
lana, 148,100 bales; Austria, 191,300 bales; 
Germany, 197,600 bales. 

These are model governments for Lom- 
bard and Wall streets, and no one won- 
ders at it, for their financial systems 
double and treble the dollars and bonds in 
their hands, and are the creators of addi- 
tional large issues of new obligations by 
reason of such systems, and these streets 
absorb them with their accumulated 
profits and interest until they virtually 
own these miserable countries, and the 
meonarchs are their agents to enfdrce 
the collection of taxes, and to keep the 
slaves in subjection for the benefit of the 
money power. Mr. Carlisle’s prophecy is 
being rapidly fulfilled in Europe. 

Is it strange, however, that there should 
be ary one outside of their circle who 
would indorse their plans, and especially is 
it strange that swuthern and western peo-

ballots, by bullets. We may have to fill 
their measure in future after tl:e following 
schedule:

Now, if the “public and private debt of 
the American people amouits to about 
$45,000,000,000,"" as was stated by Professor 
John C. Ridpath, the eminent schelar and 
historian in The Arena, then we will ex- 
perience a most difficult undcrtahing in 
paying on the above scale. Fore'gn sub- 
jects, the slaves of monarchs, may submit 
to it, but I hardly think that f:e¢bern 
Americans of revolutionary cexcent will 
tamely do so.

BOARD MEETS TODAY 


County Commissioners Will Convene in 
Regular Monthly Session. 


THE JAIL MATTER GOES OVER 


Committee on Public Roads Will Make 
a Report of the Work Done by 
the County’s Convicts. 


The board of county commissioners will 
meet in vegular monthly session this morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock in the office of Clerk An- 
ton L. Kentz. 

The meeting promises to be an unimpor- 
tart one, and there will be nothirg but 
detail and routine work to be discussed. 
The payroll and other bills owed by the 
county will be passed up and ordered paid 
and the standing committees will make 
their regular reports. 

The jail matter, which has been pending 
several months before the board, is now 
in the hazds of the committee on public 
buildings. The jail plans recently submit- 
ted by various architects have been re- 
jected, because the cost of the new jail 
was too high. The architects have been 
asked to make certain changes and modi- 
fications in their plans and the matter 
will come up before the special committee 
when the plans have been modified. 

The examination of the books and ac- 
counts of ex-Clerk John Tyler Ccoper has 
about been completed, but a new system 
of bookkeeping has been inaugurated in 
the office. The old methods were found to 
be inadequate and entirely too intricate and 
tedious for the vast increase in the volume 
of business transacted by the county. The 
new system nowW being used is up to date 
and meets all the requirements of the 


county. 

One feature of the day’s meeting will be 
the report of the work accomplished by 
the county convict gang. This report will 
be especially interesting, as it will show 
what has been done in improving the coun- 
ty roads and will also indicate the future 
policy to be pursued by the commissioners, 

Every able-bodied convict’ in the chain- 
gang has been placed on the roads and 
many improvements have been made in 
the past few weeks. A squad of men is 
now on the Hapeville road and the grading 
has progressed rapidly. A few days’ delay 
Was caused on account of the constructing 

the large culvert at Lakewood, but the 
masonry has all been completed, and the 
roadway has been carried on beyond the 
pavilion and is now headed toward Llape- 
he from the dam of the old waterworks 
ake, 

In a short time the Southern railway will 
begin the erection of the suspension bridge 
at the end of South Pryor street, and the 
structure will be built under the direction 
of the county surveyor. The new bridge 
is to be sixty feet wide and the approaches 
to the bridge will be made by the county 
gang. 

The builders of the new Peachtree creek 
road bridge are at work upon the structure 
and all the material will be made at the 
Louisville shops and shipped to Atlanta 
ready to be placed in position. Until the 
bridge is placed in position no more work 
will be done on the road by the county, 
as the new bridge will be raised several 
fcet higher than the present structure, 
which will necessitate a change of grade 
in the roed at that point. ' 

At the meeting of the beard of commis- 
sioners this morning Commissicner Walter 
R. Brown, chairman of the almshouse com- 
mittee. will make his report and he will 
urge that certain laws now in existence in 
regard to .he care of imbeciles be revoked 
and different arrangements be made for the 
care of the unfortunates..

In the woolen 
goods division clay wersteds are seiling 
lower than ever before and prices are not 
easily maintained in other worsted goods 
for men’: wear. The lostiery and under- 
wear trade has shown a slight increase tn 
orders for fall, but is still dull with irreg- 
vlar prices. Collections continue satis- 
factory, both commissicn houses and job- 
bers reportirg generally prompt payments,”

THE CHICAGO MARKET.

Chicago, June 2.—The tine weather, large 
northwestern receipts, heavy foreign mar- 
kets and another quick decline in Minneap- 
olis and Dvluth started fresh liquidation 
in this market immediately after the open- 
ing this morning.

Generous Showers Have Greatly Benefited 
Conditions in Georgia. 


INJURY FROM DROUGHT SLIGHT 


The Fruit Reports Are Generally Dis 
‘couraging in the Southern Sec- 
tion of the State. 


The crop bulletin issued weekly by the 
weather bureau was made public yester- 
day. It gives in detail the weather and 
crop conditions for the past week in the. 
different sections of the state and will 
prove interesting to the agricultural popu- 


lation of Georgia. 

lt is as follows: 

“The long drought has at la 
oughly spon Des by good rains in the north- 
ern and central sections, and partially 
broken by showers in the southern sec- 
tion, and it is very probable that by the time 
this bulletin goes to press, the latter por- 
tion of the state will have received all the 
rain needed, Taken altogether, the injury 
from the protracted dry spell has been 
very slight. The oat crop has unquestion- 
ably been cut short, but the acreage was 
small, and it is mot a very important crop 
in this state. There has been much shed- 
ding of fruit, and while the yield will not 
be so large, it is the general opinion that 
the quality will be enhanced. Cotton and 
corn, so far from having beep damaged, 
are probably all the better, since they 
have received such thorough cultivation as 
would have been impossible during rainy 
weather, and are now in condition to grow 
off rapidly, free from grass and weeds. 
Corn is nearly made, and is being ‘laid 
by’ in the southern counties. All minor 
crops, especially melons, are doing very 
well. ~

North Section. 


“The past week has. marked a vast im- 
provement in crops. CSopious rains have 
fallen and vegetation has taken a new 
lease on life. Some rye and wheat are 
being harvested with fairly good yield, but 
oats are a failure, except on bottom land. 
Cotton and corn are in fine condition and 
well advanced for time of season. Peas 
for hay and renovation are being sown in 
great quantities. Fruit continues to drop 
off prematurely. Melon vines are beginning 
to bear, and promise a splendid crop. 
Grapes are especially fine. Gardens and 
truck patches have revived and are doing 
well. Irish potatoes were injured by the 
drought, but sweet potatoes were largely 
transplanted during the week, and good 
rains have set them growing off nicely. 
The general conditions were never more 
favorable for good crops, except oats, which 
were irreparably injured by the drought. 


Central Section. 


“Advices received from the cenfral sec- 
tion of the state are very encouraging. The 
first half of the week was very dry and 
warm, but the last half brought general 
and refreshing showers, which were very 
beneficial to ali growing crops, and every- 
thing has taken on new life, and the 
farmers are happy and have gone to work 
with a will. Corn, which was beginning to 
need rain, will now he all right. Cotton, 
which did not suffer from the drought, is 
in first-class condition. Some few farmers 
have not quite finished chopping out cot- 
ton. Both corn and cotton are free from 
grass and weeds. Hail passed over several 
counties during the week, but no very 
Ppreat damage was done. Wheat crop is 
good, though the acreage’ is small. All 
gardens and minor crops have been great- 
ly benefited by the rain. Large quantities 
of potato slips have been set, and the 
prospects for a large yield are good. Rye 
and fall oats have been harvested, and the 
crop is short. Spring oats almost a failure. 
Peas are now being planted in many 
places, Sugarcane, sorghum, peanuts, DO 
tatoes, etc., promise well. Watermelons are 
in fine shape. There is no improvement in 
the condition of fruit, and almost all re- 
porters agree that the crop will be a fail- 
ure. There will be plenty of grapes and 
blackberries. 


Southern Section. 


“There has been some little improvement 
in thw crop condition in the southern 
counties during the past week. The rains 
have been partial and Scattered, and the 
favored localities visited. by them are in 
a flourishing condition. However, most of 
the section is still: in need of rain. Early 
corn and early cotton look well, but the 
late planting is nof so good. Corn is being 
laid by. Some report that lice are injuring 
cotton. Large quantities of sweet potatoes 
are being planted. Fruit crop will be almost 
a failure, and the melon crop will be below 
the average. Gardens and all minor crops 
are doing well where rain fell, while in 
the less favored localities they are burn- 
ing up.”’

The etiquette of the ceremony is all strict- 
ly laid down. If the queen holds the draw- 
mg room in person, her hand must be 
kissed, which is done by the debutantes 
Placing her right hand, from which the 
glove has been drawn, beneath that of the 
queen, and sweeping down to touch her 
lips to the royal hand as she makes her 
courtesy. Peeresses and daughters of peers 
are excepted in this ceremony. 

The regulation full court dress, which 
must be worn, is, according to the printed 
rules, low bodices, short sleeves and trains 
to dresses; train not less than three yards 
in length, often much longer. But addi- 
tional length, it should be borne in mind, 
entaiis additional inconvenience to the 
Wearers as regards carrying these trains. 
To wear a high court dress needs a spe- 
cial permission from the lord chamberlain. 
The bodice of this high court dress may be 
cut square or heart shape in front and 
liegn at the back, or cut down three-quarter 
height. This may be filled in with the white 
only, transparent or lined; sleeves to elbow 
thick or transparent. These dress regula- 
tions are issued from the lord chamberlain’s 
Office, and must be adhered to. Plumes are 
imperative wear, and must be worn to be 
clearly seen on approaching her majesty. 
A married lady’s plume is three white 
feathers, and: the unmarried lady’s two 
White feathers; lappets of lace or veils of 
tulle are also de rigeur. Colored feathers 
may not be worn, although in deep mourn- 
ing black feathers are admissible. 
or gray gloves may be worn in mourning; 
Otherwise white gloves are imperative 
wear.

He has made several at- 
tempts to get them, and would have suc- 
ceeded without bloodshed, but Morris and 
his thugs could never have taken them 
to jail. 

“The whole trouble as to the killing of 
Brooker is chargeable to the action of a 
particular grand jury in failing or refus- 
ing to prosecute Brooker and Williamson 
for the murder of their father.

Dr. Cleveland Resigns as Pastor of the 


Fourth Presbyterian. 


MEMBERS HELD A MEETING 


And It Was Decided That a Change 
Would Be Well. 


DR. CLEVELAND'S ZEALOUS WORK HERE 


Has Been a Loyal and Devoted Pas- 
tor and Has Greatly Endeared 
Himself to the People. 


Dr. T. P. Cleveland has tendered his 


resignation as pastor of ‘the Fourth Pres- 
byterian: church of this city. The resigna- 
tion will take effect on the llth of this 
month, when there will be a called meet- 
ing of the presbytery for the special pur- 
pose of taking action on the resignation of 
hoth Dr. Strickler, the pastor of Central 
Presbyterian church, and Dr. Cleveland. 

Dr. Cleveland’s action was prompted by 
a prevailing sentiment in the church, ex- 
pressed through the elders and deacons, for 
a change in the pastorate. While no fault 
has been found with the work of the pres- 
ent minister, yet the majority of the con- 
gregation feel that a change would be 
conducive to the future welfare of the 
church, 

The resignation was tendered the officers 
last Sunday, a week ago. he Presbyte- 
rian discipline requires, however, that a 
ten’ days’ notice shall be given the con, 
gregation, at the expiration of which 
time a congregational vote shaJjl be taken 
to voice the sentiments of all the members 
of the church. This congregational meet- 
ing will be held at the regular services 
next Sunday morning. A moderator will 
be appointed from some other Presbyterian 
church in the city, who will have charge 
of the services and will conduct the vote. 

Will Probably Be Accepted. 

The pastor has been officially notified of 
the prevailing sentiment in the church, and 
it is not probable that he would remain 
under the circumstances. 

It seems that this movement has. been 
contemplated by the officers of the -church 
for some time, but did not culminate until 
about two weeks ago, when-the elders 
and deacons held a special meeting at the 
residence of Mr. B. F. Longley, at the 
corner -of Edgewood and Piedmont av- 
enues. 

The different phases of the situation were 
fully discussed at this meeting. After much 
prayerful and conscientious consideration 
of the issue, it was decided by a vote of 
eleven to one that a change in the pas- 
torate was necessary. 

A committee was appointed, consisting 
of two members, to confer with Dr. Cleve- 
land and acquaint him with the sentiment 
of the body. Tie pastor then decided to 
obey the will of his people and immediately 
handed in his resignation. 


Causes of the Action. 


The causes leading up to the action of 
the congregation by no means reflect on 
the work of Dr. Cleveland. Prominent 
members state that the church has been 
comparatively inert for a good while. The 
congregations were gradually growing 
smaller at each service and the interest in 
the work is on the decrease. : 

There is not a member of the Fourth 
Preshyterian church but who sincerely re- 
grets to give Dr. Cleveland. up. He has 
labored earnestly and zealously for over 
eleven years and he has won for himself 
a place in the hearts of all, young and 
old, with whom he has come in contact. 
He is a minister of great ability and a 
gentleman as scholarly as he is versatile. 
He has for a long time been one of the 
leading ministers of this city, being the 
secretary and ex-president of the Minis- 
ters’ Evangelical Alliance, and has always 
been prominently connected with the many 
chairitable organizations of the city. 


His Work at the Fourth. 


Dr. Cleveland has accomplished a won- 
derful work for the Fourth Presbyterian 
church of this city. When he took hold of 
the charge eleven years ago he found only 
a small membership and no completed or- 
ganization. 


A comparison between the conditions of 


the church then and now is sufficient ev- 
idence of the faithful and laborious work 
done by Dr. Cleveland in this field. The 
congregation now numbers about 324 mem- 
bers and is doing a thoroughly systematic 
and efficient work. 

Dr. Cleveland does not know where he 
locate after he leaves the present 
charge. He has several calls under con- 
sideration, and more will likely follow 
when this announcement is read. He is a 
minister of eminent ability, and the church 
is to be congratulated that secures him.

I ‘have done nw duty as best I. know 
how, and the statement that I will retire 
under fire in any such manner as has been 
suggested, does me great injustice. I can- 
not discuss the question now. for it would 
be improper for me to do so in advance of 
the meeting of the board of education. I 
simply make this statement in justice to 
myself and that my friends may know 
that I have been misrepresented by. the 
statement that I would resign under ‘stch 
fire as has been directed against me.”

If rest and quiet have a tendency to restore 
strength and make one fat it’ seems remark- 
able that the mountaineers are, as a rule, 
so thin and cadaverous.

The moonshiners and their witnesses who 
have come to town in answer to subpoenas 
were very wary about talking to strangers 
and they objected in a mild sort of way 
to the penciling of a newspaper artist who 
endeavored to catch a few sketches of 
them for publication in The Constitution.

Judge Beck Refused To Grant Tom Delk 
a New Trial. 


GOES TO THE SUPREME COURT 


The Motion in Taylor Delk’s Case will 
Be Argued Beofre Judge Beck 
Thursday in Jackson. 


Tom Delk was denied a new trial yes- 
terday afternoon by Judge Beck and the 
case will be-carried at once to the supreme 
court, 

The motion for new trial in Taylor Delk’s 
case will be heard Thursday morning be- 
fore Judge Beck in Jackson. If the motion 
is denied, the case will also be carried to 
the supreme court. 

Colonel Frank O'Bryan, representing Tom 
Delk, and Colonel W. H. Denson, counsel 
for Taylor Delk, spent yesterday in Jack- 
son in the interest of their clients. On 
account of the length of the documents 
in the case of Taylor Delk, Judge Beck 
postponed the hearing and will take it up 
tomorrow. 

The grounds for the motion are numer- 
ous and many errors are charged. It was 
asserted that the verdict was contrary to 
the law and the evidence; that many er- 
rors existed and that public sentiment 
was Overwhelmingly against the*prisoners. 
Both cases were argued on about the same 
grounds and it is said the result of the 
hearing will be the same in each case.

The following special tells the story from 
Jackson: 

Zebulon, Ga., May 30.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: As citizens of the county of Pike we 
desire to brietliy give the main facts of the 
trial and the homicide for which the Delks 
were convicted. 

On the evening of April 2d Sheriff Gwynn 
went to Concord in company with a posse 
to arrest Taylor Delk on a warrant for 
robbery. It was discovered that there were 
three men in Delk’s house. Taylor and his 
son Tom and Tom Langford. The former 
was identified by his voice and the two 
latter were actually seen. The sheriff was 
ordered to leave the house. Being a faith- 
ful and a brave officer he did not comply 
with the request. Finally, however, one of 
the posse called to the sheriff saying: 

‘Billie, come here; we will have to recon- 
sider.’’ The sheriff lit a cigar and started 
away from the house in the direction of 
the man who had called to him. As he did 
so he was shot through and through with 
a thirty-eight caliber Winchester. Mortally 
wounded he fell in his tracks, and when 
another of this county’s best citizens went 
to remove the sheriff away for medical 
treatment he was himself fired upon. One 
of his legs was broken and the other re- 
ceived a flesh wound. . 

The posse was stampeded and demoral- 
ized. The murderers escaped from the 
house and were in hiding until captured. 
They went heavily armed and the public 
is familiar with the dramatic incidents at- 
tending the capture of both Taylor and 
Tom Delk. 

The latter was captured by a man whom 
he had held up and rebbed, and whom he 
said he would kill.

As to the trial, Judge Beck had calied-

ROWE GOES TO 
THE PEN 10 YEARS 


He Was Convicted of Perjury Yesterday 
Afternoon. 


JUDGE CANDLER’S CHARGE 


Craven’s Bond Was Forfeited for a 


Second Time. 


WILL NOT BE ALLOWED TO GIVE ANOTHER 


The Young Man Was Not Present 
When His Case Was Called and 
He Will Again Be Arrested. 


J. J. Rowe, who has been on trial for 
two days in the criminal court on the 
charge of perjury, was sentenced to ten 
years in the penitentiary yesterday after- 


noon. 

The jury was out four hours, and re- 
turned a verdict of guilty at half-past 4 
o'clock, Judge Candler then promptly 
passed sentence upon the prisoner, and 
Rowe will be either carried to the penl- 
tentiary or will be placed in fail in the 
event a new trial is asked for by his 
attorney. 

The case has been one 
terest, and the case Was 
fought by Attorney James Austin on tech- 
nical grounds. It is quite probabie that an 
appeal will be made at once by the de 
fense, as it is thought that the sentence 
is too severe, 

The charge of Judge Candler was espe- 
cially clear, and to the point. He reviewed 
the law and evidence, and gave the pris- 
oner the benefit of all doubts. Rowe re- 
fused to make a statement on the stand, 
and Judge Candler stated in his charge to 
the jury that the solicitor general madé a 
mistake in referring to this fact before 
the jury. 

In pronouncing sentence, Judge Candler 
said that it was a very serious crime, and 
the affidavit in this special case had Gone 
much to retard the wheels of justice. 

“This kind of thing won't do,”’ said Judge 
Candler. ‘“‘This false affidavit has clogged 
the wheels of justice and held the case 
open on the grounds of newly discovered 
evidence until Myers made his escape from 
the jail.”’ 

Rowe was arrested several weeks ago 
on a warrant charging him with perjury. 
The offense was committed when he made 
an affidavit in the Myers case that he saw 
Colonel W. C. Glenn stop and shake hands 
with and speak to a juror as the jury was 
entered the jury room.

The bank discovered that the check was 
not genuine, and an investigation proved 
that a forgery had been committed. A 
Warrant was then taken out for Craven 
anc he was arrested. ‘Lhe arresting officer. 
ca.Tied Craven to the office of a friend, 
as Craven stated that he could secure the 
morey with which to make the check 
good. 

While the officer was waiting for his 
prisoner at the front door, Craven quietly 
walked out of the rear door and disappea-- 
ed. Search was at once instituted, and 
Craven was atrested in Savannah - and 
brought back to Atlanta. When his case 
was called his bond wuas forfeited, but 
Craven explained that he was in the city 
at the time and was mistaken in the hour 
when his case was to be called. 

He was allowed to give new. bond, nnd 
his case was set for another day. Yester- 
day morning Judge Candier called the case, 
but Craven was not in the courtroom. His 
name was calied three times, as is re- 
quired by law, but as. he did not respond, 
Judge Candler declaréd the bond to be 
forfeited, and the sheriff was instructed 
prt gs Deaat the young man and place him in

forfeited, no more will be accepted by the 
court, and Craven will be compelled, if 
captured, to remain in ‘ail until his case 
is again \set and reached in the criminal 
court.
